CANTONMENTS NEARING COMPLETION. 

It is now certain that the completion of the sixteen Na- 
tional Army cantonments not only will result in an abso- 
lute refutation of the various insinuations of incompe- 
tency against the officers in charge but will establish 
interesting records for rapidity of construction at prices 
which were low considering the extraordinary circum- 
stances. Col. I. W. Littel, Q.M.C., U.S.A., who has been 
in sole charge of this tremendous work since its inception, 
already is receiving the congratulations of men who are 
cognizant of the problems which have been met and mas- 
tered in the face of economic and political opposition. 

The War Department announced on Sept. 1 that eight 
cantonments would be ready for the full quota to be as- 
signed on Sept. 5; that four others were so far com- 
pleted that sixty per cent. of the quota could be accom- 
modated, while the remainder would be ready for thirty 
per cent. The cantonments in the first class are Louis- 
ville, Fort Sam Houston, Ayer, Petersburg, Chillicothe, 
American Lake, Rockford and Little Rock; the second 
class includes Fort Des Moines, Fort Riley, Atlanta and 
Columbia. The other camps—Annapolis Junction, Battle 
Creek, Wrightstown and Yaphank—have been appreci- 
ably delayed because of local conditions, most of which 
are included in commercial contracts under the general 
heading: “Acts of Providence.” The cantonment at Yap- 
hank (Long Island) has caused the most trouble, mainly 
because of the fact that the site was not approved until 
work had been begun on most of the others. 

The camp at Louisville, housing 40,000 men, was com- 
pleted in almost exactly sixty days. This undoubtedly 
comprises a record that has not been approached before 
in this or any other country. Every one of the sixteen 
eantonments will be complete to the last hydrant and 
electric bulb before the Provost Marshal General calls the 
final contingent of the first draft. The cost will total 
about $150,000,000 or $136 per capita of the forces mobil- 
ized therein. To appreciate the economy indicated by 
these figures, they may be compared with the ordinary 
city estimate which shows that municipal light and sew- 
erage plants alone will average $85 for each citizen bene- 
fited. The Army cantonment cost includes, in addition, 
the actual housing, kitchens and mess halls, hospitals and 
ether buildings. Already some speculation has been heard 
as to the use to which these buildings may be put in times 
of peace. Construction experts have expressed the opin- 
ion that they will have a life of fifty years if given the 
average care. Medical officers believe that they can be 
turned into excellent hospitals.

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The plan advanced by the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL in 
our issue of Sept. 1 for providing for clubs for officers 
at National Guard Army camps and National Army can- 
tonments has been taken up by a group of Long Island 
(N.Y.) women who propose to erect and equip five 
“hostess houses” for the men at Camp Upton. One 
Will be for officers and four for privates. The houses 
will be used as meeting places for officers, soldiers and 
their relatives who visit them. A restaurant will be in- 
stalled in each house and food will be served visitors at 





cost. Mrs. Ralph Peters, wife of the president of the 
Long Island Railroad, is in charge of the plan. 








From official sources have been obtained the most nearly 
accurate figures possible on the percentage of fatalities in 
relation to casualties on the western front. These figures, 
taken when the casualties were greatest in proportion to 
mobilized strength and combined with the highest pro- 
portion ‘of deaths, show losses due to deaths from 
wounds and killed in action to be approximately eleven 
in every 1,000 of mobilized strength. According to the 
figures presented by the French High Commissioner in 
his letter to the Secretary of War, the high-water mark 
of casualties in the French Army was reached early in 
the war—at the battles of Charleroi and the Marne. The 
casualties in that period were 5.41 per cent. of the mobil- 
ized strength, or 541 men in every 10,000 with the colors. 
Military experts in this country agree that the killed in 
action and died of wounds have never at any time in this 
war exceeded twenty per cent. of the total casualties. 
This gives a figure of 108.2 fatalities from these causes 
in every 10,000 mobilized strength; or practically eleven 
men killed in action or died of wounds for every 1,000 
with the colors. That the risk of the fighting man is not 
so great as popularly imagined is the belief of Marine 
Corps officials who have compiled statistics covering the 
Allied losses in the war, says a Marine Corps note. A 
careful estimate shows that only one man in fifteen is 
killed, and one out of five hundred loses a limb. Recent 
reports from French and British hospitals show that 
about 95 per cent, recover from wounds, while about 90 
per cent. are able to return to the firing line. The 
Marines recently engaged in warfare in Haiti suffered 
less than 1 per cc... losses. These were sustained 
while covering a wide terrain, fighting from house to 
house, and capturing and holding small redoubts, taken 
one by one from the enemy. This method of warfare 
is said to be rapidly superseding the trench system on 
the western front. |

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srig. Gen. Charles H. Sherrill, The Adjutant General 
of New York, with the approval of Governor Whitman 
has decided upon reorganizing the present New York 
Guard in co-operation with existing Home Defense units, 
and there will be established depot anits of the Guard, not 
only in all existing armories, but also, when application 
is made therefor, in the many counties which did not 
possess a unit of the old National Guard. In every case 
where a new depot unit is to be formed preference will 
be given to drilled and uniformed Home Defense units in 
that county. It is the purpose of the Governor to provide 
an armed state force of not to exceed 15,000 men. This 
armed force, the New York Guard, will be apportioned 
throughout the different counties of the state after careful 
consideration of the necessity for guarding certain points, 
ete. Members of depot units already formed and to be 
formed, and such members of those Home Defense units 
which, between Sept. 1 and Oct. 1, shall be accepted and 
enlisted in those depot units, will be armed by the state, 
not to exceed a total of 15,000 men. All members of the 
Home Defense units who are unable or unwilling to enlist 
in the depot units shall, by their commanding officers, be 
passed into a Home Defense Reserve, unarmed by the 
state, but they will continue to drill and will serve their 
community in times of emergency. To this Home Defense 
Reserve shall belong all Home Defense units which own 
their own arms and which shall not, between Sept. 1 
and Oct. 1, enlist in the depot units of the new state 
Guard. 
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Three warrant officers have arrived on the U.S.S. Tal- 
lapoosa from the Guantanamo Naval Station to join the 
other United States instructors at Havana and to give 
courses in gunnery technique to the non-commissioned 
officers of the Cuban navy. Special attention is to be 
devoted to target practice. The crew of the cruiser Cuba, 
the largest vessel of the Cuban navy, will be the first to 
receive instruction. The ordnance of the Cuba was re- 
cently replaced with United States guns in an American 
port. Conferences have been concluded between Capt. 
Edwin A. Anderson, U.S.N., commanding the American 
naval forces in Cuban waters; Brig. Gen. Edmund Wit- 
tenmyer, formerly military attaché assigned to the Amer- 
ican Legation, who went to New York as an aid to Gen- 
eral Bell, and Lieut. Comdr. Carlton R. Kear, U.S.N., in- 
structor at the Cuban Naval Academy, representing the 
United States, and President Menocal, Secretary of War 
and Marine José Marti and Chief of Staff Oscar Fernan- 
dez Quevado, of the Cuban navy. The effect of these 
interchanges has been to complete all military and naval 
arrangements between the two countries for their action 
this winter. Cuban military commissioners haye just an- 
nounced the promotions of 288 officers in the Cuban 
army, in keeping with the enlargement of the island’s 
active military force for possible duty later in Europe.

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The Napoleonic maxim that “an army travels on its 
stomach” suggests the axiomatic corollary that “a sol- 
dier is as good as his teeth.” The importance of sound 
molars is recognized by the War Department in the regu- 
lations setting forth the requirements for enlistment, etc., 
but it may be doubted if the average’ man has any concep- 
tion of the colossal labors to be perrormed by the Army 
Dental Corps in connection with the organization of the 
forces now in preparation for training. The military 
committee of the Rhode Island Dental Society made the 
following report after examining every man in a battalion 
of Coast Artillery (2d, 5th, 12th and 15th Companies) on 
duty in- that state: Number of men examined, 407; 


mouths in good condition, 16; teeth needing immediate 
attention, 2,687; teeth to be extracted, 407. “This ex- 
amination,” says the report, “proved to your committee 
the deplorable condition * * * they considered it 
would compare favorably with conditions existing through- 
out the United States.” The committee was composed of 
Drs. Walter R. McIntyre, chairman, H. L. Grant, W. B. 
Rodgers and James B. Heap. It comments on the “con- 
genial and enthusiastic’ co-operation of Major T. A. 
Roberts, U.S.A. (Cav.), with whom they came in contact 
in their work, and recommends the support by the state 
Congressional delegation of Senator Lodge’s amendment 
to the Army bill which would place the Dental Corps on 
“an equal basis with the Medical Corps of the Army.” 





The Judge Advocate General, U.S.N., in an opinion 
forwarded recently to the Chief of Naval Operations, held 
that relative rank of officers of the Navy and Coast Guard 
shouid be determined under the provisions of Art. 814, 
Treasury Department Regulations, U.S. Coast Guard, 
rather than by Art. 1012, U.S. Navy Regulations, 1913, 
which do not agree with the first reference. The opinion 


adds: “Article 814 is based upon and is in accordance- 


with provisions of the Acts of Aug. 29, 1916 (39 Stat. 
600), and April 16, 1908 (35 Stat. 61), which amended 
the prior existing act under which officers of the Coast 
Guard took rank with and next after officers of the Navy 
in corresponding grades.” Since Art. 1012 of the Navy 
Regulations is not in accord with this section, the Judge 
Advocate General has recommended that the N.R. be 
amended to so accord. The question of relative rank be- 
tween officers of the two sea branches arose when Naval 
Constr. C. W. Fisher, U.S.N., and Capt. H. L. Boyd, 
U.S.C.G., were appointed members of the 18th District 
Section, Joint Merchant Vessel Board. It was decided 
that since Constructor Fisher's rank dates from Aug. 29, 
1916, nearly two months previous to that of Captain 
Boyd, the former should take precedence in rank. 





For military reasons the facts cannot be detailed, but 
it may be said that the United States destroyers are very 
active in the protection of vessels in Germany’s “for- 
bidden zone’’; and that the strain on officers and men is 
heavy. They are exposed to danger from the enemy and 
from rough weather. “Four days on and four days off” 
for officers and men on the destroyers and patrols hunting 
U-boats on the other side means that the Navy is doing 
its full share of hard work; for “four days on” spells for 
them no rest, little sleep, hard work and hardship. The 
crews come into port utterly exhausted; but after four 
days ashore go back prepared for another turn with the 
submarines. When the number of the ships and their 
crews and what they have accomplished is told the work 
of the Navy will show that its worth has noc been less 
than its prestige called for.

With the approval of Secretary Baker and Major Gen. 
Hugh L. Scott, Chief of Staff, the Commission on Train- 
ing Camp Activities has announced the appointment of 
a committee on education which will provide means for 
giving adequate courses in the French language and in 
French geography in all the cantonments and National 
Guard training camps. These courses wi'l be entirely 
optional, and will be given at such hours as military 
duties and regulations permit. Under this plan, any 
soldier can, during the time of his training, acquire a 
vocabulary of six or seven hundred French words, and a 
knowledge of French geography and customs, which will 
be of assistance to him abroad. In addition, the com- 
mission is planning to provide means for giving courses 
in any subject for which there is a demand, from spelling 
to electrical engineering.

On the contrary -Premier Lloyd George recently stated 
that the food situation was now better than it hay 
been in many years.~ “Ihe stock of wheat on hand i 
now 16,000,000 ‘bushels above that of last year,” the

. The Quartermaster Corps, U.S.A., wants for the en- 
listed reserve for the National Army 1,000 men who are 
familiar with the handling of horses. They are to be 
sent to the remount stations and the supply depots. The 
men who are taken into this service will serve for the 
period of the war only and will have no obligation to pags 


into the Reserve when the war is over. 
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Some timely advice is given to young officers by Brig. 
Gen. John W. Ruckman; U.S.A., commanding the: South- 
eastern Department, with headquarters at Charleston, 
S.C. General Ruckman, ander date of Aug. 25, 1917, in 
Bulletin 137. says: “Attention of the department com- 
mander has been called to the fact that quite a large 
number of newly appointed officers in the Service have 
been hypothecating their pay vouchers in banks and else- 
where, receiving cash for same, before their pay is due. 
This is clearly a violation of Par. 1258, A.R., 1913. In 
many such cases vouchers are incorrectly made out and 
not supported by proper orders authorizing payment. 
Considerable correspondence is necessarily involved be- 
fore the required authority for payment can be obtained. 
There is no authority permitting an officer under any cir- 
cumstances to hypothecate or transfer his pay voucher 
before it is actually due. ‘To do so is a violation of 
specific orders on the subject. An officer may forward his 
pay account to the quartermaster designated to pay him, 
before maturity, with request to remit him when due, or 
place to his credit as directed. When due, it_may be 
transferred as provided for in Pars. 1258S and 1259, A.R., 
1913. Any violation of the above will involve such dis- 
ciplinary action as the department commander may deem 
necessary. 

Lieut. Gen. S. B. M. Young, U.S.A., does well in ¢all- 
ing attention to the fact that since the draft law was 
passed an immense number of young men have reached 
the age of twenty-one years, says the Boston Transcript, 
and that these young men are the very element that 
should be drawn into the National Army, since they are 
almost entirely independent and unattached in life. Gen- 
eral Young urges that in any new draft legislation the 
eall shall be made for youths of from nineteen to twenty- 
one, and he points out that in the Civil War there were 
more than 3,006,000 men of less than twenty-one. It was 
surely a remarkable oversight in-the draft’ law~as passed 
not to have provided af least for the calling to the colors 
of men who reach the age of twenty-one after the date 
of the passage of that law and within six months of -its 
passage. If all the young men who will attain the age 
of twenty-one years between the 5th of June last and the 
Sth of June, 1918, were put under military training in 
this country during the year included between those dates 
we should by the end of that year have a competent Army 
of young men larger by about one million than we shall 
have as matters stand, and the troublesome question of 
the exemption of married men would be to a great ex- 
tent neutralized. 

Under the heading “Give the Non-Commissioned Vet- 
eran a Chance,” the New York Medical Journal offers 
the following suggestion: “The motor ambulance convoy 
of the Royal Army Medical Corps comprises four officers 
and eighteen men of that corps and four officers and 157 
men of the Army Service Corps. In the French service 
the ambulance unit is smaller, and has no medical offi- 
cers attached to it, the function of the ambulance convoy 
being one purely of transportation. Both these armies 
have realized the necessity for conserving the time of 
the trained medical man by relieving him of non-medical 
duties as far as possible. Our own service might well 
follow suit and give well-earned promotion to the senior 
members of the non-commissioned staff on whom the 
medical officers taken in from the Reserve Corps must 
lean to a large extent for aid in their administrative. de- 
tails. The old and non-commissioned officers in the line 
have been given a chance to gain commissions. It cer- 
tainly seems that the Service would be the gainer if a 
similar opportunity were given to the older non-commis- 
sioned officers in the Medical Department.” 








The Bureau of Supplies and Accounts, Navy Di 
partment, has recently issued instructions to Navy 
contractors concerning car supply and_ expeditious 


freight movements. Paymr. Gen Samuel McGowan 
calls special attention to the fact that in the existing 
emergency it is necessary that there be no delay to 
matters in which the Navy is interested, and advises 
contractors of the methods to be followed to hasten 
shipments for the Navy. It is essential that contrac- 
tors endeavor to have cars placed or consignments ac- 
cepted and moved before requesting assistance from tiie 
Government. If after reasonable effort on the part of 
the contractor it is impossible to secure car equipment, 
they are to advise the Bureau of Supplies and Ac- 
Accounts. It is important that cars be loaded to full 
eapacity. Also that equipment be promptly unloaded 
and released. Effective co-operation on the part of all 
concerned will materially assist in relieving the car 
shortage situation and congested traffic conditions. 
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Vice Admiral William 8. Sims, U.S.N., 
iean Army and Navy officers in England assisted at the 
formal opening of “Eagle Hut,” the American Y.M.C.A. 
headquarters in London on Sept. 3. Ambashador Page 
presided at the ceremonies, which were attendéd by many 
American soldiers and sailors. E. C. Cartey, secretary 
for the American Expeditionary Force Y¥.M.C.A., said 
that at the request of General Pershing the American As- 
sociation will serve French soldiers this winter as well as 
American soldiers in France. He added that the “Eagle 
Hut” is to give a “home away from home” to Americans 
on leave who, unable to return to the United States, come 
to London. He said also that the association is trying 
hard to find hotels in the Alps, to be taken over and con- 
ducted for the benefit of furloughed Americans, and that 
colored Y.M.C.A. camps are being organized in France 
for a large number of American negro dock workers al- 
ready “doing their bit.”

Yet another explanation comes from Germany as te 
the purpose of the submarine campaign, this one being 
from General von Ludendorff, who made the statement 
in the Reichstag. It reads: “In starting the submarine 
war the Supreme Army Command was guided by the 
desire to hit the enemy's war industry, especially his 
production of ammunition. Through the submarine war 
our armies in the West have experienced great relief, 
and the enemy's supply of ammunition has decreased. 
The U-boats have accomplished this task. The co-opera- 
tion of the navy and army has proved to be perfect. 
The Supreme Army Command expects from the U-boat 
war that it will interfere with England’s readiness for 
war by lessening her tonnage. ‘Rhe fulfilment of this 


expectation will also come and with it, in spite of 
America, the end of the world-war and a peace such as 
is desired by the Supreme Army Command.” 


“I would like to make this suggestion in 
our future standing Army after the war,” writes an 
Army correspondent at Fort Logan, Colo. “Why not 
make the pay of enlisted men not less than $30.00 per 
month and then select or enlist men who are truly 
representative of the United States; men who know 
something of the history and geography of the coan- 
try they represent. While the majority of the enlisted 
personnel of the Regular Army is of the best, it has 
been the practice in the past to enlist any alien who 
simply declared his intention to become a citizen. Re- 
cently a soldier was arrested in this post on account of 
his suspicious actions and turned out to- be a_ sailor 
from one of the interned German ships in the United 
States. He has been employed as a baker in this post. 
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An enterprising attorney has prepared a memorandum 
of court-martial procedure which he offered in pamphlet 
form to a state adjutant general in quantity at a dis- 
count price, Considering the subject. matter of the 
pamphlet a correspondent finds unconscious humor in a 
paragraph of the attorney’s letter to the adjutant gen- 
eral, in which he says: “You have under your command a 
great Army that you are sending forth to battle. You 
expect these stalwart sons to do honor to your state. 
What greater parting encouragement could you give them 
than to place in the shirt pocket of-every officer and en- 
listed mau a copy of this little pamphlet to remind him 
that not only at home are you interested in his welfare, 
but. also in his little troubles on his way to the firing 
line.”

The American Red Cross has perfected plans to care 
for Americans who may be captured and held in Ger- 
man prison camps. A Prisoners’ Relief Committee has 
been organized at Berne, Switzerland, under the super- 
vision of Ellis EL. Dresel, of the American Legation there. 
Mr. Dresel served from the outbreak of the war to the 
rupture of diplomatic relations as an attaché of the 
American Embassy in Berlin, where he had charge of 
relief work for men of the Entente nations in German 
prison camps. Only about 100 American prisoners are 
in Germany to-day. Most of these are civilians taken 
off American merchantmen sunk by submarines. More 
recent arrivals in the prison camps had served as gun 
crews since the arming of American merchant ships. 
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It was announced on Sept. 4 that football is to be 
resumed at West Point, permission to compete with col- 
lege teams having been granted by the War Department. 
The annual Army-Navy game will not be played, however. 
Capt, J. E. McMahon, the football representative in the 
Army Athletic Council, has taken up the work of making 
a schedule of games for the fall season. No effort is to 
be made to secure the detail to the Military Academy of 
an Army officer to act as coach of the football squad, the 
presence of Capt. Geoffrey Keyes, who played halfback 
ou the 1911 and 1912 teams, providing such a leader who 
is familiar with the game both as a player and a coach. 
Captain Keyes assisted Captains Daly and Graves in 
training the Army football squad in 1916. 
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Secretary Daniels issued a general order on Sept. 1 
announcing the renaming of twelve German merchant 
ships seized by the Government on the declaration of the 
existence of a state of war with Germany. The old and 
new names are: Vaterland, to Leviathan; Kronprinzes- 
sin Cecilie, to Mount Vernon; Kaiser Wilhelm II., to 
Agamemnon; Amerika, to America; Hamburg, to Pow- 
hatan; Grosser Kurfiirst, to Aeolus; Koenig Wilhelm ILI., 
to Madawaska; Neckar, to Antigone; Rhein, to Susque- 
hanna; Prinzess Irene, to Pocahontas; Friedrich der 
Grosse, to Huron, and Barbarossa, to Mercury. Three 
Navy tugs Huron, Pocahontas and Powhatan are changed 
to Allegheny, Chemung and Cayuga, respectively, as a 
result of the above action.

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The American Bible Society is to present to the Na- 
tional War Work Council of the Young Men’s Christian 
Association 1,000,000 khaki pocket Testaments for Amer- 
ican soldiers and sailors, according to an announcement 
made by James Wood, president of the society. The first 
delivery of 100,000 Testaments will be made early in Oc- 
tober, and from then on a similar number will be de- 
livered each month until the order is complete. Since 
May 1 last, 400,000 copies of parts of the Scriptures have 
been printed and distributed among soldiers and sailors 
by the Bible Society, independently of the Y.M.C.A. 








The War Department announces the organization by 
the Corps of Engineers, U.S.A., of the first American 
Camouflage Company and it wants as enlisted men iron 
workers, sheet metal workers, carpenters, cabinet makers, 
stage carpenters, property men, plaster moulders, photog- 
raphers, scene painters and sign painters. Though the 
work has long been organized abroad this is the first unit 
of its kind to be organized by the Corps of Engineers. 
Men desiring to enlist should apply to the Chief of En- 
gineers, War Department, Washington, D.C. 
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In response to a call from the National Red Cross So- 
ciet through Chaplain C. B. Miller, 5th Inf., Co. I, 5th 
U.S. Inf., Capt. J. C. Brady commanding, gave a volun- 
tary contribution of $57.25. This response being so over- 
whelming to such a worthy cause, it has been suggested 
that the example be followed not only by other companies 
in this regiment, but “all regiments everywhere.” this 
neat sum helping to swell the fund we all desire and hope 
to see continually oversubscribed. 
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All reeruits for the Draft Army of New York city who 
fail to report for duty as ordered will be rounded up when 
found and taken to the 7ist Regiment armory which will 
be used as a temporary prison. Recruits not found 
within twenty-four hours from the time of departure of 
their contingent will have their names reported to The 
Adjutant General of the United States Army, War De- 
partment, Washington, D.C., for further action. 
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A regiment of 2,400 negro stevedores for foreign ser- 
vice has been authorized by the War Department to meet 
the demand for experienced men to handle war supplies 
for the American expeditionary force in France. 
cruiting officers, especially those in southern seaport cities, 
have been instructed te seck men for the regiment.

REGULAR ARMY VACANCIES. 

In reply to the question “How are promotions to be 
made to fill the vacancies created in Regular Army grades 
as a result of appointments in the National Army?” we 
refer to the Selective Service Act of May 19, 1917, and 
the National Defense Act of June 3, 1916. In See. 8 
of the Act of May 19 it is provided that “vacancies in 
all grades in the Regular Army resulting from the ap 
pointment of officers thereof to higher grades in forces 
other than the Regular Army herein provided for shall 
be filled by temporary promotions and appointments in 
the manner prescribed for filling temporary vacancies by 
Sec. 114, National Defense Act, June 3, 1916; and off 
cers appointed under the provisions of this act to higher 
grades in forces other than the Regular Army herein pro- 
vided for shall not vacate their permanent commiissions 
nor be prejudiced in their relative or lineal standing in 
the Regular Army.” Sec. 114, of the National Defense 
Act, originally enacted for the filling of “temporary va- 
ecancies in the Regular Army due to details to the Na- 
tional Guard,” is now, by virtue of Section 8 of the 
Selective Service Act as above stated made applicable to 
the filling of vacancies caused by appointments to the Ne 
tional Army. We quote Sec. 114 of the National Defense 
Act: 

Sec. 114. In time of war the temporary vacancies created in 
any grade not above that of colonel among the commissioned 
personnel of any arm, staff corps, or department of the Regu 
lar Army, through appointments of officers thereof to higher 
rank in organizations composed of members taken from the 
National Guard, shall be filled by temporary promotions ac 
cording to seniority in rank from officers holding commissions 
in the next lower grade in said arm, staff corps, or depart 
ment, and all vacancies created in any grade by such tem- 
porary promotions shall be in like manner filled from, and 
thus create temporary vacancies in, the next lower grade, and 
the vacancies that shall remain thereafter in said arm, staff 
corps, or department and that cannot be filled by temporary 
promotion, as prescribed in this section, may be filled by the 
temporary appointment of officers of such number and grade 
or grades as shall maintain said arm, corps, or department at 
the full commissioned strength authorized by law: 

Provided, That in the staff corps and departments subject 
te the provisions of Secs. 26 and 27 of the Act of Feb. 2, 
1901, and acts amendatory thereof, temporary vacancies that 
cannot be filled by temporary promotions as hereinbefore 
prescribed shall be filled by temporary details in the manne 
prescribed in said Secs. 26 and 27, and acts amendatory 
thereof, and the resulting temporary vacancies in the branches 
ef the Army from which the details shall be so made shall 
be filled as hereinbefore in this section prescribed: 

Provided further, That officers temporarily promoted of 
appointed under the terms of this section shall be promoted 
or appointed by the President, by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate, for terms that shall not extend beyon 
the war or the passing of the emergency for which additional 
fexces were brought inte the military service of the United 
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ftvtes, and at the termination of the war or the passing of 
the emergency said officers shall be discharged from the 


positions held by them undcr their temporary commissions or 
appointments, and officers “etailed as lcrein authorized shall 
be relieved from their temporary details: 

And provided further, That officers temporarily promoted 
under the provisions of this section shall not vacate their 
permanent commissions vor be prejudiced in their relative or 
lineal standing in the Regular Army. 

Briefly stated, all appointments and promotions in the 
National Army are by selection and wholly in the dis- 
cretion of the President, except that appointments of gen- 
eral officers in the temporary force are subject to con- 
firmation by the Senate. In the Regular Army all va- 
cancies, temporary or otherwise, in grades not above colo- 
nel are to be filled in the usual manner by lineal pro- 
motion. 


DECENTRALIZATION OF ADMINISTRATION. 

By the addition of Paragraph 19314 to the Army 
Regulations on July 6, 1917, some important regulations 
have been issued which will save considerable time and 
correspondence in supplying, organizing and equipping 
troops, etc. The new paragraph reads: 

19344, Administration and supply will be decentralized to 
the greatest extent practicable. Commanders of divisions are 
cherged with making all necessary arrangements not incon- 
sistent with instructions from higher authority for supplying 
organizing, equipping, training, and paying the troops of their 
divisions and troops attached thereto, and are authorized to 
issue orders for transportation of officers, enlisted men, civil 
employees, and supplies of the Army pertaining to their di- 
visions, necessary for this purpose within the departments in 
which their respective divisions are located. Equipment will 
be in accordance with regulations, approved types and equip- 
ment tables, and not in excess of allowances. 

Commanders of Coast Artillery districts are authorized to 
issue orders for transportation of officers, enlisted men, civil 
employees, and supplies of the Army pertaining to their com- 
mands within their respective districts. Routine technical 
questions pertaining to the drill and the instruction of Coast 
Artillery troops as prescribed by the regulations and orders of 
the War Department, and routine questions pertaining to the 
maintenance of the armament and accessories in an efficient 
condition, including repairs and minor changes in the installa- 
tion of Coast Artillery matériel, which require the action of 
higher authority, will be forwarded directly by Coast Artillery 
district commanders ‘to The Adjutant General of the Army. 

Commanders of divisions, Coast Artillery districts, and sep- 
arate brigades will act upon requisitions for supplies and send 
the requisitions directly to the depots designated for their 
supply. Requisitions for ammunition for the Coast Artillery 
armament in the Continental United States and the Canal 
Zone will be forwarded by the commanding officers of the 
designated. depots to the Chief of Ordnance. Department and 
division signal officers are authorized to call upon designated 
supply depots for the initial issues of authorized equipment to 
new organizations and for replacing issues of authorized equip- 
ment. 

Supply bureaus of the War Department will assign for pur- 
poses of supply certain depots to which requisitions will be 
gent direct by department, division, separate brigade, and 
Coast Artillery district commanders for such articles as are 
not procured under department contracts, and it shall be the 
duty of bureau chiefs to require such supplies to be promptly 
shipped. There must not be any unnecessary delay in fur- 
nishing or shipping supplies. If the supplies cannot be fur- 
nished by a depot without delay, the depot commander will 
immediately inform the department commander and the officer 
who approved the requisition, stating the status of the sup- 
plies which are short and the action which has been taken to 
remedy the shortage. In case of unusual delay in obtaining 
supplies, the department commander is authorized, if he 
thinks the public interests require such action, to cause the 
supplies to be purchased in open market at lowest obtainable 
rates, cost of transportation considered. Contracts for annual 
eupplies, such as fuel, forage, etc., shall be made at depart- 
ment headquarters. 

Funds needed by department, division, and Coast Artillery 
district commanders will be requisitioned for direct to War 
Department bureaus in ample time for the prompt payment 
of services, supplies, and troops. Funds supplied will not 
be used far procurement of equipment or payment for service 
not authorized by regulations or equipment tables. 

Department, division, and Coast Artillery district com- 
manders may correspond directly with one another. 

Department, division, and Coast Artillery district com- 
manders are directed to take necessary steps to enforce econ- 
omy in their commands, whether in the engagement of ser- 
vices, utilization of public property, purchase of supplies. 
authorization of travel, shipment of supplies, or the use and 
purchase of transportation. Supplies purchased in open mar- 
ket will conform as closely as practicable to War Department 
specifications, 
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COMPTROLLER’S DECISIONS. 


Enlisted men of the Naval Coast Defense Reserve, 
Naval Reserve Force, while on active detached duty as 
recruiters may be paid a per diem subsistence rate of 
$1.50 per day, according to a decision of the Comptroller, 
since as,members of the Naval Reserve Force they are 
entitled “‘when actively employed” to “the same pay, al- 
lowances, gratuities, and other emoluments as * * * 

enlisted men of the naval Service on active duty of 
corresponding * * * rating and of the same length 
of service.” The Comptroller points out that “should it 
develop that any rate (for subsistence) fixed by the De- 
partment was not in fact a fair equivalent of the actual 
subsistence expense of men of either Force for any period 
for which said rate was in effect, owing to unusual condi- 
tions, fluctuations in price, or otherwise, it would be a 
matter to be taken up with the Department with a view 
to proper adjustment. In the event of an unsatisfactory 
adjustment a man of either Force would not be pre- 
cluded from the exercise of his right to file a claim with 
the Auditor for any difference for subsistence to which 
he might conside: himself entitled.” : 

In response to a question asked by the Secretary of the 
Navy as to ‘whether “the fifty per cent. additional pay 
allowed to enlisted men on duty involving actual flying 
shall or shall not be computed on the war increase au- 
thorized by act approved May 22, 1917,” the Comp- 
troller rules that “such increase shall not be computed on 
the increase authorized by the aforesaid act.” This fol- 
lows along the line of a decision of Aug. 16 that the in- 
Crease of pay provided for in the Act of May 22 is for 
service in time of war “and that there is nothing therein 
te indicate an intention to change the pay of the rank or 
grade of enlisted men in the Army or Navy as fixed by 
prior laws.” 





BUILDING UP “ESPRIT DE CORPS.” 


Major Gen. Francis J. Kernan, commanding the 31st 
Division, Camp Wheeler, Macon, Ga., is laying special 
{and proper) stress upon the responsibility of every 
member of that division toward the establishment and 
maintenance of the unit’s reputation. General Kernan, in 
Common with most of the general officers who have been 


assigned to the task of welding our new forces into a well- 
balanced, efficient, smooth-running military machine, 
makes no secret of the importance he places upon esprit 

corps and has indicated that nothing will be omitted 








which might aid in producing this abstract, yet essen- 
tial. element in his command. 

_General Order No. 4, issued over General Kernan’s 
signature on Aug. 31, calls attention to the fact that 
“each officer and each soldier is the custodian and ex- 
ponent not only of his own reputation, but to a large 
extent for the character of each of his comrades and of 
the whole Army whose uniform he wears.” The order 
adds: 

“Neat and proper dress at all times when the limits 
of the camp are left; abstinence from loud or objection- 
able language; a courteous and self-respecting bearing, 
and in general, that consideration for others which is the 
foundation of good manners, are earnestly enjoined upon 
all the members of the 31st Division to the end that its 
name may be good wherever the fortunes of this war may 
carry it. Officers are expected by personal example, as 
well as by precept and supervision, to lend their support 
to the purpose outlined in this order. 

“The purpose of this order is to direct attention to the 
fact that the creation and maintenance of the division’s 
reputation, whether good or evil, is largely in the hands 
of its members, and to urge upon all such a high stand- 
ard of conduct as shall make that reputation as good as 
the best.” 


DRAFTED MEN ON PARADE. 

Parades of men drafted for the National Army held in 
New York, Washington, Philadelphia and other cities 
this week were unique in American histery and drew tre- 
mendous gatherings of spectators. The parades amply 
demonstrated that Uncle Sam has splendid material for 
his armies, that may be quickly gotten into shape at the 
training camps. Another reassuring fact made evident 
in the parade in New York city on Sept. 4 was the su- 
perior bearing and set up of the members of the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps who volunteered to help out. These offi- 
cers, so far as could be judged by appearance, proved that 
their training at Plattsburg had been highly effective, 
and that they will make capable officers. 





PARADE IN WASHINGTON, D.C. 

President Wilson, Commander-in-Chief of the Army 
and Navy, marched at the head of the 1,400 drafted from 
the District of Columbia at the parade in Washington on 
Sept. 4. He dropped out of the column at the Capitol 
grounds and then took the review. With him in the re- 
viewing stand were the diplomatic representatives of every 
nation with which the United States is allied in the pres- 
ent war. Those Senators and Representatives who had 
served in the Civil and Spanish Wars marched directly 
behind the drafted men. The veteran Senators were Mar- 
ting of Virginia, and Bankhead, of Alabama, who were in 
the Confederate army; and Nelson, of Minnesota, and 
Warren, of Wyoming, who served in the Federal Army. 
They were flanked on one side by Senator Lodge, of Mass- 
achusetts, a member of the Committee on Naval Affairs, 
and on the other side by Senator Chamberlain, of Ore- 
gon, chairman of the Committee on Military Affairs, and 
co-author of the Selective Service law. Behind these 
marched seven Spanish-American War veterans, now in 
the Senate; Senators New, of Indiana; Frelinghuysen, 
New Jersey; Wadsworth, New York; Lewis, Illinois; 
Weeks, Massachusetts; Vardaman, Mississippi; and Fall. 
New Mexico. Other members of the Senate followed in 
order of their term of service. 


THE PHILADELPHIA PARADE, 


One of the most elaborate and varied parades was that 
in Philadelphia on Sept. 1, led by Mayor Thomas B. 
Smith, with Brig. Gen. William G. Price, Penn. N.G.., 
and staff. A regiment of United States Marines and a 
battalion of bluejackets from the Navy headed the mili- 
tary division, and after them came a number of organiza- 
tions of the Pennsylvania National Guard. Following 
closely was the division made up of the British recruiting 
officers in Philadelphia and the British societies assisting 
in the recruiting for service in the British army. There 
were also independent military organizations, Home De- 
fense League, women’s societies, fraternal societies, civic 
societies and companies of boys and girls. 

A particular feature of the Philadelphia parade was a 
number of floats. Leading the floats were fifty-two blue- 
jackets from the .U.S.S. Iowa, commanded by Ensign 
Ray, and thirty-two marines, commanded by Sergeant 
Gray. Next was a float showing surveying activities at 
the navy yard. A class in shorthand and typewriting 
followed. There were munitions exhibits by the Baldwin 
Locomotive Works and the Remington Arms Company, 
including a tiny gray trench locomotive, operated by 
gasoline. These floats were decked out by way of orna- 
ment with shells and shrapnel made by the Eddystone 
Ammunition Corporation. What the War Emergency 
Unit is doing to provide instruction and amusement for 
the men of the Navy was illustrated by a series of five 
floats. Another float showed a miniature Y.M.C.A. field 
hut, like the one already erected in France. 

In the draft division a number of Reserve Corps offi- 
cers assisted, and forty-eight districts were represented. 
Adjutant Gen. T. J. Stewart reviewed the parade in the 
absence of Governor Brumbaugh, whose train from Bar 
Harbor was four hours late. The parade took three hours 
to pass and started exactly on time. 


THE NEW YORK PARADE, 


The parade in Manhattan Borough, of New York city, 
with the exception of a small escort was confined to the 
men drafted and about 7,000 passed the reviewing stand, 
equalized in companies of twenty files front, marching in 
close column. The parade was organized by Capt. A. L. 
Boyce, Officers’ Reserve Corps, who with his assistants 
certainly performed splendid work in getting these un- 
trained men together on short notice, organizing them 
into companies and starting them promptly at the time 
set. The marching of these companies was highly credit- 
able, brought together for the first time as they were, and 
showed ‘quick and. skilful work by the Reserve officers. 
The head of this parade, made up of an untrained mass 
of men, reached the reviewing stand exactly on time, 
while the trained National Guardsmen, under General 
O’Ryan, in the parade of Aug. 30 reached the stand over 
half an hour late. 

The parade in Manhattan was headed by a fine body 
of moynted police. Then came Mayor Mitchel marching 
with Captain Boyce, U.S.R., the grand marshal, followed 
by conscripted members of the Fire Department and 


police force who requested that they be allowed to serve ° 


as the Mayor’s bodyguard. After the police and firemen 
came the Spanish-American War veterans as escort to 
the draft men. Rich and poor, white and black, marched 
side by side in the parade. For the most part the 
seemed to take their draft service cheerfully and Gener 
Bell surely has a promising body to mold into shape. The 
head of the parade arrived at the stand at 10:40 a.m., 
and the last company passed it at 11:20 a.m. 

Among those on the reviewing stand wert Mayor Mit- 
chel, ex-President Roosevelt, Major Gen. J. Franklin 
Bell, Brig. Gen. Eli D. Hoyle, Brig. Gen. KE. H. Crowder, 


U.S.A., Major Gen. Daniel Appleton, Adjutant Gen. C. 
H. Sherrill, Col. E. W. Van c Lucas, N.Y.N.G.; Rear 
Admirals N. R. Usher and Albert Gleaves, U.S.N.; Com- 
modore Robert P. Forshew, N.Y.N.M.; Col. William G. 
Bates, fist N.Y.N.G.; Col. R. L. Foster and Capt. E. E. 
Gauche, 12th N.Y.N.G. The chairm a of the executive 
committee of the Mayor’s committee of arrangements, 
Mr. W. Fellowes Morgan, and his assistants and Mr. 
Stephen N. Bond, chairman of the sub-committee of the 
parade, carried out the plans in an effective and praise- 
worthy manner. There were also parades in the Bor- 
oughs of Brooklyn and the Bronx and elsewhere that were 
admirably carried out. There were some 7,000 men in 
Brooklyn, led by Brig. Gen. John H. Foote, N.Y.N.G., 
retired ; 2,000 men in the Bronx and 2,000 men in Queens.

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27TH DIVISION, NATIONAL GUARD. 


Major Gen. John F. O’Ryan, commanding the 27th 
Division, composed of New York National Guard, has 
established headquarters at Camp Wadsworth, near Spar- 
tanburg, S.C., and with the 22d Engineers, and the di- 
vision troop has been planning further needed improve- 
ments of the camp ground, including roads, water, and 
more maneuver grounds. Other troops will assemble 
gradually as fast as transportation can be provided, and 
the strictest discipline will be enforced. It is serious 
work ahead and General O’Ryan, while allowing reason- 
able recreation at proper times, will put work first and 
plenty of it. r 

Spartanburg, which is near the camp, is a delightful,, 
thriving place, with beautiful homes and people of cul- 
ture. There is plenty of social life and Governor 
Manning has bid the troops welcome and prominent fam- 
Hies have already extended invitations to officers to visit 
them. Invitations from all the churches in Spartanburg 
have been sent to the camp and the local branch of the 
Y.M.C.A., with its well appointed swimming pool, always 
is open to the soldiers. The Y¥.M.C.A. building on the 
camp grounds has a. library, and nightly entertainments 
will be given. 

The camp consists of more than 2,000 acres three miles 
west of Spartanburg, on a rolling plateau overlooking 
the surrounding country. The lower ridges of the Blue 
Ridge Mountains loom in the distance. There is an — 
water supply, pipes running all over the vast camp. he 
altitude is about eight hundred feet and the climate is 
dry and bracing. General O’Ryan has taken a house in 
the city and will have his family there. 

Lieut. Col. A. C. Dalton, Q.M.C., U.S.A., has been at 
Camp Wadsworth for the purpose of selecting site and 
obtaining options on tracts of land for auxiliary remount 
depot at that place. A site has been selected to accom- 
modate 5,000 animals, and Capt. Richard Wainwright, 
Q.M.R.C., has been ordered to command. 
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WITH THE 9TH U.S. INFANTRY. 

The 9th U.S. Infantry, Col. Harry R. Lee, which had 
expected to leave Syracuse, N.Y., about Aug. 26, was still 
there on Sept. 4 and just when the regiment will move 
is an official secret. “The companies of the regiment, 
under the new war strength for Infantry,” writes a cor- 
respondent, “are divided into four platoons of about fifty- 
eight men each. Each platoon is divided into four sec- 
tions. ‘The first section are bomb throwers, the second 
and third are riflemen. and the fourth carry automatic 
rifles or machine guns. We all practice bomb throwing, 
using rocks for bombs. This bomb throwing is done in 
four counts. At the first count the left arm is raised in 
front of the body pointing in the direction you are going 
to throw. At the second count the right arm is raised 
alongside of the left. At the third count the right arm 
is thrown back and the head turned, keeping the eye on 
the bomb to see when to throw it, and at the fourth count 
the bomb is thrown, the arm being held stiff at the elbow 
and being brought over the head, and not sidewise. 

“A large percentage of the men in the regiment are 
new, and will need a lot of hard drilling which, of course, 
they will get. There are also quite a number of men 
who cannot read English, but they will nevertheless prob- 
ably make excellent soldiers. We have received our olive 
drab suits and overcoats, but they are nothing like the 





old issues. At present we are only allowed the shirt we 
have on. The people at Syracuse treat the soldiers very 


finely. They have epened a military hall near the camp 
whste men can purchase cake and ice cream, etc., at less 
thwa cost. The good citizens have also fitted up shower 
bats and furnish towel, soap and razor to the soldiers 
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free, as well as providing pool tables, books and writing 
material to them. . 

“When the 9th first arrived at Syraeuse from the border 
a soldier was not allowed to pay for anything. If he 
went to a theate: and stood in line to get a ticket some- 
bedy would give him one. The old men in the regiment 
say they have never been in a town where the people 
have treated them so well as they have in Syracuse. __ 

“Colonel Lee is a West Pointer and was graduated in 
1889. Among other duties he has served in Philippine 
campaigns and on the General Staff and is a graduate 
of the Army War College. We have 3,605 enlisted men 
in our ranks.” 
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THE ARMY RELIEF SOCIETY. 


To THE EprroR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

Seventeen years ago, during the Spanish war, the 
Army Relief Society was organized by the women of 
the Regular Army of the United States to care for 
the widows and orphans of the men who had died in 
the Service. We are now assisting in the education 
and maintenance of fifty sons and daughters of our dead 
soldiers. Our Army is in France. To-morrow we may 
face a situation with which we cannot cope alone. Our 
orphans need food and suitable clothing, and besides 
we need scholarships at universities, and military 
schools.

“Somewhere in America,” 
“Aug. 10, 1917. 

“My Dear Mrs. Burbank: Your kind letter with 
its inquiries regarding Jack is at hand. He returns to 
school in September and needs everything—shoes, un- 
derwear, suit, overcoat, and cap. He has worn over- 
alls all summer and gone barefoot. I have enough to 
fix him up, I guess, but I am not sure—and I ll have 
enough to meet my insurance, but that is quite away 
ahead, though, and we'll see. _ 

. have done really well with my garden, though 
I was sick in the late spring and summer. I am wish- 
ing for a cow or a goat. No matter how well I do 
each year with my poultry and garden, the high cost of 
living keeps well in advance. I try to give Jack a 
good, wholesome diet with meat once a week. We have 
had fine vegetables and small fruits from the garden. 

“I wish so much that I did not have to call on the 
Army Relief for belp. With war making its dreadful 
inroads I have no right to use any of your funds and 
yet living keeps right on, two or three jumps ahead of 
me right along. 

“Jack is good—not so good that I have any fears 
that he is about to be snatched from me, but a good, 
wholesome boy, lazy enough to be natural, but does whai 
he does well. Kind to animals and liked by other boys, 





thogh he does seem to fight a good bit too. His 
teacher says it’s usually taking some one’s part. | I 
try to make Jack hate anything unsportsmanlike.” 


If among those who read this appeal there are any 
who wish to know more regarding our work and to 
have a part in it I shall be glad to tell them how they 
ean help our children, the fatherless of America.

For the past five days I have given up all my spare 
‘time in attempting to locate my family in suitable apart- 
ment near camp. I have, finally, a place for them to 
exist, but it is poorly furnished and the rental is $45 a 
month. The children are not desired but will be toler- 
ated. My wife will be cook and murse girl. The children 
have no yard to play in—nothing but the cramped, poorly 
lighted apartment. The rental is more than I can afford 
and, in addition, I must pay for electricity and gas. 
wish to ask: ; 

1. Why is it, in this country, that a state of war is 
allowed to work to deprive officers of allowances they 
enjoy during peace? ; ae 

2. Many officers, including myself, arriving from the 
Philippines on a recent transport were not allowed to 
bring household effects because of lack of cargo space. 
Does the Government desire us to re-equip ourselves or 
does it desire us to pay the extra rental for a furnished 
apartment? : 7 

Many officers are paying much higher rentals than I 
pay, but I assure them the so-called apartment wouldn’t 
rent for more than $20 were it not for this camp and is 
s0 poor that we will be embarrassed upon the arrival of 
callers. The Government doesn’t seem to consider the fact 
that officers in camp are at far more expense than in gar- 
rison. The enlisted men have been bettered financially, 
and I’m glad of it, but it’s a peculiar and rather em- 
barrassing situation at the end of the month when I 
realize that the privates in my company have more money 
left after paying their bills than I have. 

Officers of the Army are too busy these days and many 
nights to have additional financial worries thrust upon 


them. 





CAPTAIN, REGULARS. 
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AND SALUTES.

To tHe Epitor OF THE ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL: 

Recently we have been getting lectures on the laxity 
of enlisted men in saluting officers. I would like to 
make a suggestion which I think would tend to do away 
with about 90 per cent. of this trouble. That is, to en- 
force the changes in Uniform Regulations as published 
in the columns of your paper about two months ago, 
if I am not mistaken. This prescribes the canvas leg- 
gin for dismounted troops and the canvas, reinforced by 
jeather, for all mounted troops. 

If this was enforced there would be no difficulty in 
recognizing an officer in time to salute him, for as soon 
as a soldier saw a pair of leather leggins approaching 
he would know that a salute was due. 

Before the issue a? the leather leggin to enlisted men 
there was not much complaint on account of not sa-

luting. Though I will admit that there are a few more 
officers now than formerly, Ihave been on maneuvers 
where they were quite thick, and never heard the com- 
plaint that you do now. 

Of course the men who drew leather leggins and were 
entitled to wear them should be permitted to wear them 
out, but let them do it at dritl or other work in the 
post, and not running around town. I will venture to 
say though that 50 per cent. of the men who are wear- 
ing them here never drew them and were never really 
supposed to wear them, so if the regulation referred to 
was enforced it would not really work a hardship on 
many. The first thing a “rookie” does when he draws 
his first pay is to go to town and invest in a pair of 
leather leggins, whether he is supposed to wear them or 
not.

THE FLOOD OF MILITARY BOOKS. 


To THE Eprror oF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

It is quite interesting for one on duty at a training 
camp to watch the books the new and many of the old 
officers are buying. Some of these, and they are by 
far the least numerous, bear evidence of having been 
honestly written to help; the rest are written with a 
most evident intention of being best sellers. The Army 
is full of new officers and, of old officers in new grades. 
They are all on the hunt for something that will put 
them “hep” to the work they are being called to do. 
It is a golden opportunity for the author of patent 
“military science books” that follow patent medicine 
advertising methods. The above is surplusage. It 
simply brings out a fact that anyone can write a book 
by compilation and he can sell it by offering a whole 
lot for a very little. ; 

The following is not surplusage. We are getting to- 
day just about the military policy that Upton said we 
must have. Any military policy is a joke without a 
military training policy, which to be of any continuing 
value must be based on definite and permanent stand- 
ards—fundamental tactical laws. All the laws of the 
United States are standardized by the Constitution. 
There is no recognized, definite, and authorized Con- 
stitution for military training in the United States. As 
a whole we have never risen abore the idea of metkod, 
as to military training. 

The flood of textbooks and near textbooks is in- 
fluencing our military training very strongly. Most of 
our officers are looking for something that will tell 
them just what to do, when to do it, and how to do it. 
Their conception of military training is that it cay be 
reduced to an exact statement of procedure or a formula 
The “What Everyone Should Know” style of military 
textbook plays a large part, although an unofficial part, 
in our military training. Either intentionally or unin- 
tentionally they make the gold brick appeal; the buyer 
regards them as “dope books.” The military student 
as we turn him out is an interesting person. A young- 
ster who had just finished training camp and had a 
first lieutenant’s commission told me that he had 
worked intensively and that it was the most valuable 
experience in his life. When asked what it meant to 
him, that was about all he could say. When asked, 
how they taught him to regard tactical principles he 





said: “We had them; you mean things like advance 
guards?’ 

Our home made military literature and our mili- 
tary training require organizing, such as_ will make 


would-be officers recognize that it is highly desirable 
to catch a few sound tactical principles if they want to 
find out what is to be done with a miscellaneous lot of 
tactical methods. The would-be officer must also realize 
that it is not so much a question of knowing all of a 
book as it is of knowing the comparative and relative 
values of the different things in a book. When you 
know definitely why Stonewall Jackson always carried 
a copy of Napoleon’s Maxims and a copy of the Dic- 
tionary you will know what to buy in the way of mili- 
tary books.

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THE ARMY BANDMASTER SCHOOL. 


To THE EpiTor OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

The enemy of incompetence in Army bands is the 
Bandmaster School at Fort Jay, N.Y. From the time 
that the first class graduated in 1913, and were ap- 
pointed bandleaders in the Army, there has been an 
influence permeating the bands of the Service, tending 
strongly to change them from haphazard, loosely put 
together organizations, (some of them) of no t:e to the 
regiment to which they belonged, into first clask, well 
organized useful factors, rendering a service to their 
regiments that becomes appreciated as indispensable. 

Men enter the school after competitive examination, 
with several years’ service to their credit, fully cognizant 
of conditions in the average Army band, which most of 
us admit are sadly in need of a thorough reformation. 
Mr. Arthur A. Clappe, the principal of the school, has 
made a long study of these conditions, and during the 
two years’ course they are taken up in detail, not 
neglecting methods for their elimination. 

A visitor at the school finds himself immediately in 
an atmosphere of efficiency, thoroughness and “service.” 
He soon becomes aware of the fact that here is a force 
working for the betterment of Army bands, not material 
advancement; for service to the country and art, not 
for personal gain. In choosing Mr. Clappe as principal, 
the Institute of Musical Art, under whose direction 
the school was organized and is at present conducted, 
made a selection that could not have been better. His 
long experience with Service bands in this and other 
countries, his progressiveness, his thoroughness as a 
teacher, his ability as an organizer, and his forceful 
personality and energy, make him better fitted for the 
office than anyone else known to the writer, either in the 
Service or out. 

Including the class of 1917, twenty-six men have 
been graduated since the organization of the class in 
1911, every one of whom received an appointment as 
bandleader, and commendatory reports from their Com- 
manding Officers indicate thut their work has been, not 
only uniformly satisfactory, but in many cases a reve- 
lation of the possibilities of development of Army bands 
when handled by men educated to draw upon the re- 
sources offered. 

To all those who may be prejudiced against, or skep- 
tical toward, what is being done for Army music at 
Fert Jay there is this much to say: Visit the school as 
the writer has done, investigate its work and methods, 
then if you have anything to say in the way of criticism, 





it is bound to be inspired by a knowledge of the true 
order of things.

18, headed “Standing of West Point Graduates,” quot- 
ing a letter from one of your readers, I have arrived at 
the conclusion that you have missed the point that 
your correspondent tried to impress upon you. I, also, 
have a son at West Point, graduated on Aug. 30, and 
have looked with grave concern at the mysterious and 
unaccountable attitude of the War Department in re- 
fusing absolutely to consider any just method to give 
the West Pointers a “square deal” and to frustrate 
every effort made by them to gain relief through Con- 
gress. Your “reader” might have stated that all of- 
ficers in the National Army and in the Reserve Corps 





would hold temporary appointments—and, of course, 
these constitute a large proportion of the 20,000 or 
25,000 mentioned by your correspondent—and also 
noted the difference between these officers and _ the 
“provisional” officers of the Regular Army. Outside 


of this, there is nothing in V. A. B.’s letter that will 
stand criticism. 

While the officers of the Reserve Corps and of the 
National Army will not get permanent lineal rank such 
as is given West Pointers, the fact remains, standing 
out clear and distinct, that these temporary appointees 
of a few months training will be senior to men who 
have spent from three to four years in fitting themselves 
for the same object—to defend our country. 

Your point that these temporary officers will occupy 
their positions for the war only really places the 
finger on the raw spot. It is the time during this war 
that looms up big and mighty to the cadet and will have 
a direct effect upon the whole course of his future life, 
How little in comparison does it count with him that 
he may be a major or a lieutenant colonel during the 
piping times of peace after the war—and only a junior 
officer during it! 

Have you forgotten the thousands of “provisional” 
officers, many of whom are now first lieutenants and 
captains? Every man already appointed has _ the 
chance, if he wants to accept it, of remaining in the 
Regular Army and outranking every member of the 
Class of 1918, although these cadets will have had nearly 
three years more of actual training than the “pro- 
visionals.” ‘The cadets can’t comprehend the reason for 
this long course of training when better officers, if the 
War Department’s attitude is to be taken as a guide, 
can be turned out in three months. You can’t dodze 
the fact that it is making captains and majors iu three 
months and second lieutenants in four years, und this 
is the tangible fact that is impressed upon the minds of 
the cadets. 

No, Mr. Editor, the dose of soothing syrup you try to 
administer is well meant, but it can’t quiet the nerves 
of your patient.

REGULAR AND RESERVIST. 
To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

The writer read with a great deal of pleasure and still 
with a feeling of remorse the two articles signed by Re- 
serve officers commenting on his article which appeared 
several weeks ago under the title of “A Day’s Adventure 
of a Regular.” They clearly indicated that these officers 
had not read the article in the spirit in: which it was 
written. There was not a particle of ill-feeling against 
the Officers’ Reserve Corps. The writer has nothing but 
the most hearty praise for Reserve Corps officers and 
this is, based on experiences with them, especially with 
the Medical Reserve Corps. He realizes that practically 
all sacrificed opportunities in civilian life when they of- 
fered their services to the War Department in time of 
need. The Regular Army officer who would not feel that 
way is surely too narrow minded to be of much value to 
the Service. Flaws can be found everywhere and no 
organization could exist where everything was harmoni- 
ous and without mistakes. 

All Regular officers are ready and willing at all times 
to assist their brother officers in the Reserve Corps in 
every way that they can with the expectation that all 
will work in harmony and with but one object in view— 
i.e., the perfection of the military Service and the effi- 
ciency of all the branches thereof. If we start picking 
flaws at this early stage of the game there is bound to be 
friction and discord as well as discontent when the Regu 
lars, National Guard and Reserve Corps are thrown to- 
gether in their military duties. The obstacles in the 
path of the new officers are many and in most places hard 
to climb. The Regulars know that to be a fact, and are 
willing to assist in smoothing out the path. If there is 
any feeling among Reservists that there was a thought of 
animosity against the Reservists in my article, let me as- 
sure them this was foreign to my intentions, 

The marching ability of an organization is regulated 
by the gait of its slowest-unit. So it is with all military 
matters—the proficiency of the military Service is judged 
by the proficiency of its weakest unit. If any part of 
that unit is particularly weak the proper methods should 
be taken to eliminate seme before the whole is affected. 
If all work in harmony with the same object in view and 
overlook shortcomings, or what is assumed to be un- 
warranted criticism, regarding their respective military 
abilities there will be little cause to complain and the 
“goose will hang high.”

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PROGRESS OF THE WAR IN EUROPE. 
(Summarized from reports Aug. 31-Sept. 6.) 
THE WESTERN THEATER OF WAR. 

While British progress north of Ypres was totally in- 
terrupted during the week, and the process of closing in 
on the city of Lens was but slightly advanced, the French 
on the Aisne made a sudden and successful move, seizing 
virtually the entire port of the Hurtebise plateau that 
still remained in German hands, and made good this small 
but important gain against German counter-attacks per- 
sistently pressed on several successive days. 

The period of bad weather which began in the preced- 
ing week put an effectual damper on the Ypres opera- 
tions. This was the third delay due to wet weather 
since the opening of the Ypres offensive at the end of 


July. The British employed the period of suspension in 
carrying out an extensive rearrangement of their artil- 
lery in the Ypres area. With the return of suitable 


weather, about Sept. 1, they resumed the task of shelling 
the German positions north of Ypres, supplem: nting this 
means of attack with nocturnal air raids upon the Ger- 
man supply depots during the moonlit nights, and carry- 
ing on active air reconnoissance. : 

Dispatches from France and London bring the report 
that the Germans are preparing for a retirement of 
about eleven miles in western Flanders, to a north and 
south line covering the towns of Menim, Roulers and 
Thourout. It is asserted that they have carried out engi- 
neering works to provide a series of water barriers in 
the low lying areas before this front, and they are said 
to be removing industrial machinery from factories in 
Flanders. The British line of attack runs from Ypres 
northeastward toward Roulers, along a rise of ground 
reaching altitudes of from forty to sixty yards above 
sea level. The British have held for some two weeks the 
iwestern edge of this plateau, and a farther advance 
« it would disturb the German defenses in the flat 





sout 
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and uncovered country thence westward to the sea, pos- 
sibly impelling the Germans to effect such a retirement 
as the reports suggest. The much discussed strategic re- 
tirement of the Germans last spring from the Somme has 


in the main had such results as might recommend a like 
change of position in Flanders this autumn, holding out 
a prospect of giving the defense in this region a brand 
new front unassailable until the spring of 1918. This 
might well appeal to the German high command as safer 
and less costly than a policy of contesting the ground 
step by step. 

The fighting at Lens during the past week has been 
almost without large features, but. the German position 
grows increasingly unfavorable, as the British reports 
of heavy explosives within the city, presumably caused by 
the action of advantageausly placed British artillery tes- 
tifies. The Germans essayed a raid on the northwest 
front of Lens on the night of Sept. 1, but were beaten 
back. On the north front of the city, the Canadians de- 
livered an attack on the night of Sept. 3 and gained 
ground on a front of 600 yards, to a depth of 250 yards. 
German counter-attacks met with but slight success in 
the effort to restore the position. 

In the Arras-Cambrai sector of the front the Germans 
attempted to improve their positions on Aug. 30 by an 
attack south of Le Catelet, which led to no notable result. 
The British raided and dismantled a German trench 
southeast of Monchy on the night of Sept. 2, but made no 
effort to retain it. In the St. Quentin area the Germans 
on Sept. 1 entered the British trenches near Havrin- 
court, only to be driven out by counter-attacks. 

The French on the Aisne have been subjected in the 
past months to a great number of assaults on the Hurte- 
bise plateau, a small elevated area connecting the Chemin 
des Dames, on the west, with the high ground dominat- 
ing Craonne, on the east. Their attack of Aug. 31 was a 
detail operaticn designed to drive the Germans from the 
northern edge of the plateau and secure it against farther 
efforts of this sort. After a brief artillery preparation the 
infantry advanced at seven p.m. and engaged their op- 
ponents in a severe contest, which left the attackers in 
possession of 600 yards of front, to a depth of 300 yards. 
According to a dispatch it would seem that the Germans 
were driven from the chief part of their positions on top 
of the plateau, leaving to the French all the coveted 
observation points. The Germans promptly developed 
great activity in their efforts to restore their front by 
counter-attacks, chiefly at night. Their attacks on Sept. 
1, 2 and 3 uniformly failed to pass the French artillery 
barrage. The Germans shifted their attacks on Sept. 4 
to the Californie plateau and the Casque Hill in western 
Champagne. 

In the Meuse region the French displayed only artil- 
lery activity, while the German efforts to counter against 
the recent French success, by attacks in the Camiéres 
wood and on the west bank of the river, flagged notice- 
ably. A French statement dealing with this attack of 
Aug. 20-23 asserted that the artillerymen engaged in 
that operation actually outnumbered the infantry. The 
type of shells used was largely the gas shell, which has 
lately been found more effective than any other means for 
rapidly silencing the opposing artillery. 
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ITALIAN PROGRESS ON THE ISONZO. 


The Italian offensive made an important step in its ad- 
vance north of Gorizia by capturing the fortified moun- 
tain of San Gabriele on Sept. 4. The most southeasterly 
of the chain of mountains, San Gabriele remained un- 
shaken after the Italians had captured Mts. Kuk and 
Santo, interposing its bulk between Gorizia and the new 
Italian positions on the north upon the Bainsizza pla- 
teau, east of the Isonzo river. The Austrians, under 
General Boroevic, rallying after their withdrawal, made 
a stand in the region of Bitof and the Ternova woods, at 
the head of the eastward-running Chiapovano valley. 
Against their new line the eastward advance of the 
Italians came to a stop, thus terminating the Italian ex- 
pectation of encircling San Gabriele Mountain by the 
east. The mountain at the same time protected the flank 
of the new Austrian front. Accordingly General Cadorna 
devoted the opening days of September to the capture of 
the mountain. . The Italian artillery fire isolated the 
height from its eastern approaches, leaving it cut off from 
reinforcements. For four days the Italians forced their 
Way up the north and west sides, driving the Austrians 
gradually back before them. Finally, on Sept. 5, Rome 
announced that the height had been taken with about 
950 prisoners. Its capture at once relieved the Italians 
in Gorizia from its perpetual pressure and put them on 
an unbroken front with the Italians to the north, while 
it weakened the Austrian front both northward on the 
Bainsizza plateau and southward as far as the Vipacco 
river, 

_ Simultaneowsly the Italian force on the Carso fought 
its. way forward in the region next to the Adriatic»coast, 
pressing eastward toward Monte Hermada by way of the 
srestovizza valley. The engagements here were pro- 
tracted and slow to yield positive results, but the Italian 





statements announced daily progress eastward. Al- 
though this line constituted the direct route of advance 
for the Italians in their progress toward Trieste, it was 
evident from the movements of the Austrian reserve 
troops that the opposite or northern flank of the offensive 
front was viewed with the greater concern of the two. 
It was here that the Italians reported the presence of 
fresh troops, including an Austrian division said to have 
been brought from the Rumanian front. The Vienna 
press is reported to have announced that two Bavarian 
divisions, the first German infantry engaged on the Isonzo 
front; were on their way to reinforce the Austrians in 
this region. 

The significance of the Italian occupation of the Isonzo 
heights north and northeast of Gorizia lies in the fact 
that this gain enables the Italians to advance eastward 
of Gorizia and at the same time to press the offensive in 
the Bainsizza region without leaving a strong hostile 
position behind them. The road through the Bainsizza 
region. offers a direct line of advance upon Vienna and 
Budapesth, and though these capitals are distant, the 
firm establishment of the Italians on the commanding 
heights and the Bainsizza itself is a menace to both 
cities. 

The Italians on Sept. 4 began extending their gains east- 
ward on the Bainsizza plateau, taking positions near Oc- 
roglio with 1,686 prisoners; on the Carso they drove back 
an Austrian attempt to force them from their hold about 
the Brestovizza valley. On the 5th the Italians ad- 
vanced east of Gorizia in the region no longer protected 
by the Austrian mountain stronghold, and took 526 pris- 
oners, 

THE RUSSIANS LOSE RIGA. 

With but little preliminary fighting, German forces 
crossed the lower Dvina above Riga in the opening days 
of September a short distance above Riga and entered 
that city. Riga is a city of over a quarter of a million 
inhabitants, coveted by the Germans because of its large 
German-speaking population and its commercial im- 
portance, as well as on account ef its value as a means 
of approaching Petrograd. Moreover its fall and the 
breaking of the Russian Dvina line menaces the Russian 
city of Dvinsk, situated somewhat less than 150 miles 
upstream. The failure of energetic efforts to take Riga 
in the autumn of 1915, at the culmination of the great 
eastern advance, offers a remarkable contrast to the ease 
of the present success. Altogether, the event furnishes 
the most complete evidence of Russian military disorgan- 
ization that the recent operations on the eastern front 
have exhibited. 

On Sept. 2 a German force bombarded the Russian 
lines across the Dvina on both sides of the town of Ux- 
kull, some twenty-five miles above Riga. On the same 
day, with little opposition, they bridged and crossed the 
river. They established themselves on the north bank 
after a brief engagement, and the Russians in and south 
of Riga hastily retreated northward along the Baltic 
coast. A German fleet, co-operating in the Gulf of Riga, 
shelled the coast towns, while the land force pressed on 
northward upon the heels of the Russians reaching the 
Livonian Aa river, and overwhelming the rearmost ele- 
ments of the Russian forces at the crossings. The cap- 
tures made at Riga itself were large in respect to can- 
non and material, but included only a few thousand men; 
as most of the defenders had left in time to make good 
their escape. 

The considerable distance from Riga to Petrograd by 
land offers the chief obstacle to an early capture of the 
Russian capital ly the new invasion. The distance is 
little short of 300 miles and there remains little more than 
a month in which the Germans can operate before the 
change of seasons imperils such an enterprise. 

In Rumania the progress of Mackensen’s Teuton forces 
northward from Fokshani, renewed in the last part of 
July, has again been halted and the Rumanians, with 
Russian aid, have engaged in counter-attacks to the 
north of Ireshti, in the Carpathian foothills. 


GREECE, SERBIA, TURKEY. 

The new Greek government intends, according to the 
incoming Greek minister to the United States, to put its 
forces in the field and join the Allies on the Macedonian 
front within about three months. A report of Sept. 1 
issued in Paris to cover the Macedonian operations al- 
ludes to Greek troops as already in action in a raid on the 
right bank of the Vardar river. Both sides have re- 
newed raiding operations on the Vardar and near Mona- 
stir. 

in Persia the Turks announce they have driven the 
Russians from the town of Merivan on the eastern 
border to the north of Kermanshah. The Russian expedi- 
tion that formed a junction with the British last spring 
to the east of Bagdad has thus been thrown back some 
distance behind the Persian frontier and its hold on 
Kermanshah is not improbably menaced. The British 
forces in Turkey reported no action of importance. 
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NOTES OF THE WAR. 

British light forces off the coast of Jutland on Sept. 1 
destroyed four German sweepers. About one hundred 
German seamen were landed near Rinkiobing and many 
of them were said to be wounded. The German craft, it 
is presumed, were engaged in trying to remove mines 
pianted by the British in order to gain a clearer rout 
for submarines azd other craft. 





A German submarine on the night of Sept. 4 shelled 
the summer resort of Scarborough, England, for ten 
minutes. Thirty rounds were fired before British mine 
sweepers appeared and attacked the submarine, which 
submerged and was not seen again. The official state- 
ment says that about half the shells in the thirty rounds 
fired landed, three persons being killed and five injured, 
but little material damage was caused. Scarborough is 
an undefended town on the North Sea, thirty-seven miles 
northeast of York. It was shelled by several German 
warships on Dec. 16, 1914, when a number of people 
were killed and injured. 

The weekly report of the British Admiralty of losses 
of ships through mines or submarines issued Sept. 5 
reads: Arrivals, 2,384; sailings, 2,482. British merchant 
vessels over 1,600 tons sunk, including two previously, 
twenty ; under 1,600 tons, including one previously, three. 
Fishing vessels sunk, none. British merchant vessels 
unsuccessfully attacked, including five previously, nine. 

General Cadorna, the commander-in-chief of the Ital- 
ian army, which is at present scoring so successfully 
against: the Austrians, celebrated his seventieth birthday 
on Sept. 5, 1917, by pressing his victory against the Aus- 
trians at Monte San Gabriele.

GOVERNMENT NITRATE PLANTS. 


The construction of two Government nitrate plants, 
at a cost in all of $3,600,000, was recommended in the 
report made by the Nitrate Supply Committee, which was 
approved by the War Department before being made 
public on Sept. 6. The committee, headed by Brig. 
Gen. William Crozier, Chief of Ordnance, U.S.A., was 
appointed under the National Defense Act to “determine 
the best, cheapest and most available means for the 
production of nitrates and other products for munitions 
of war, etc.’ Southwest Virginia, or the contiguous 
region, was recommended for the location of the plants, 
the exact site not having been selected up to this time. 

Acquisition of the “synthetic ammonia” process is de- 
sirable, in the opinion of the committee, which rec- 
ommended the use of both this method of manufacture 
and that known as the “oxidation-of-ammonia” process. 
The report proposes, contingent upon a satisfactory ar- 
rangement with the company that controls the process, 
the erection of a synthetic ammonia plant at an esti- 
mated cost of $3,000,000 with a capacity of 60,000 
pounds of ammonia a day, and the erection of an oxida- 
tion process plant at an estimated cost of $600,000 with 
a capacity equivalent to 24,000 pounds of 100 per cent. 
nitric acid a day. 

Acknowledging an offer of permission to use, under 
certain conditions, the so-called Bucher process for the 
production of sodium cyanide and ammonia, the com- 
mittee recommends that $200,000 be placed at the dis- 
posal of the War Department for experimentation look- 
ing to the industrial development of this process. The 
committee further recommends: 

“That $100,000 be made available for the active 
prosecution of investigations of processes for the in- 
dustrial production of nitrogen compounds useful in 
the manufacture of explosives or of fertilizers. 

“That, in order to increase the production of am- 
monia and toluol the Goverrment promote the installa- 
tion of by-product coke ovens by directing that priority 
be given in the production, delivery and _ transporta- 
tion of the materials: and parts needed in their con- 
struction.” 
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EMBARKATION CAMP STARTED. 

The construction of a camp for the accommodation of 
troops during the periol they may be compelled to await 
transportation overseas after reaching the port of em- 
barkation is under way near Tenafly, N.J. This camp 
has been named after the late Major Gen. Wesley B. 
Merritt, who fought in both the Civil and Spanish-Amer- 
ican Wars. When completed it will be able to house 
30,000 Regulars, former Guardsmen and, later, 
National Army contingents, coming from the South, will 
enter the camp while transports are awaited. No train- 
ing will be attempted at this site, except incidentally. 

The work is being done under the direction of Col. I. 
W. Littell, Q.M.C. Major Daniel G. Stivers, N.G.A., is 
in charge of the ground, associated with him being Major 
Henry 8S. Spackman, O.R.C.; Major Harry I. Burton, 
Q.M.C.; Major L. O. Tarleton, M.C.; Capts. W. B. 
Hopping, O. D. Hammond, Samuel K. Martin and John 
A. Stevenson. A number of non-commissioned officers 
are under them, and a company of the 22d U.S. Infantry 
is acting as provost guard of the camp at present. Mac- 
Arthur Brothers Company, of New York city, are the 
contractors. : 

The men will be housed in two-story wooden barracks, 
each accommodating sixty-six persdns. As far as possible, 
the oaks and other shade trees, which dot the site, and 
the lawns and orchards will be preserved. The camp is 
not being established on strictly geometrical lines. Be- 
cause of the attractiveness of the site, which is on high 
land a couple of miles back of the Palisades, the creation 
of the camp has been considered partly in the light of a 
problem in modern city-building. The camp is to be 
ready in November. Ten thousand workmen will be em- 
ployed within the next fortnight. 
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The need of the Government in certain positions in 
the Ordnance Department of the Army is urgent and 
the U.S. Civil Service Commission in announcing open 
competitive examinations asks that qualified persons, as 
a patriotic duty, apply for examination.

RECENT DEATHS. 

“The death of Capt. Roderick Dew, U.S.A., on Aug. 
24, 1917, at Fort Sheridan, Ill, brief mention of which 
was made in your last issue,” writes a correspondent, 
“caused keenest sorrow among his many friends through- 
out the Army and the men who received their training 
under him during the last officers’ training camp. Cap- 
tain Dew died from a wound self-inflicted, which was 
thought to have resulted from temporary mental de- 
rangement brought on by overwork and the terrific ten- 
sion under which he had worked the last few months. 
Regret was expressed on all sides at the untimely death 
of Captain Dew, and the consensus of opinion of those 
who knew him was expressed by one of the officers who 
was under him at Fort Sheridan. ‘Poor Dew, overwork 
did it, of that I am sure,’ he said. ‘He was always on 
the job and there wasn't a man at Fort Sheridan that 
put in the hours of work he did. He just worked him- 
self to his death.’ Captain Dew was one of the most 
popular and efficient of the younger officers, and it is felt 
that the Service has lost a valuable man and many offi- 
cers a friend. Captain Dew is survived by a widow and 
three sisters.” 

The friends in Army and Navy circles will read with 
regret of the death of Miss Lucy Dundas Lowe, sister 
of Capt. William L. Lowe, U.S.A., retired, Miss Kate 
Lowe and Mrs. William Richard Allen Rogers, of Galves- 
ton, who passed away Aug. 28, 1917. “The deceased,” 
writes a correspondent, “was a lovely young girl of re- 
finement and charming personality. She was the young- 
est daughter of the late Major and Mrs. Robert G. Lowe, 
and was born and reared in Galveston, and much en- 
deared to her friends.

TRIBUTE TO LIEUT. COL. CHARLES C. BILLIGSLEA, U.S.A. 


The funeral of the late Lieut. Col. Charles C. Billings- 
lea, Med. Corps, U.S.A., son of Dr. and Mrs. Charles 
Billingslea, of Westminster, Md., who was instantly 
killed by the accidental discharge of a revolver at Camp 
Meade, near Annapolis, on Aug. 16, took place from the 
residence of his parents on Aug. 18, and was largely at- 
tended by relatives and friends. Although his fellow offi- 


cers wanted to give him the honors which he had so nobly 
earned during his fifteen years of faithful service at home 
and in the Philippines, in deference to the wishes of his 
wife, the funeral was quiet, without military escort, and 
with only the simple services of the Church. He was laid 
to rest in the Westminster Cemetery, where he sleeps 
beneath a mound heaped high with beautiful floral trib- 
utes, and over which the flag he loved keeps silent guard. 
His pallbearers were Messrs. Walter and Harold Gra- 
ham, brothers of Mrs. Billingslea; John Smith Baile, a 

sin; Paul Reese and BE. O. Grimes, jr., classmates at 
Western (Md.) College; and W. Frank Thomas, life- 
long friends. The services were conducted by Rey. Ed- 
gar Read, his pastor, assisted by Rev. T. H. Lewis, D.D., 
president of Western Maryland College, where he gradu- 
ated in 1896. 

Colonel Billingslea’s sterling character and his unflinch- 
ing response to the call of duty was exemplified by his 
ealm, quiet acceptance of the fate which brought him 
back from the Philippines, from which he had been sum- 
moned by the War Department to lead the Johns Hop- 
kins unit of physicians to France, just forty-eight hours 


too late to meet and accompany them. When a friend 
remarked on the occurrence his reply was characteristic 
—“A soldier’s duty is to obey, not to question.” Report- 
ing at Washington, he was assigned to the arduous duties 
of sanitation at Fort Meade, and it was during the faith- 
ful discharge of these duties the sad accident occurred. 
As playmate, schoolmate and friend he was endeared to 
many. Affectionate in his disposition,‘ he had the faculty 
of making friends and was not known to have an enemy. 
At the War Department, the various Army posts where 
he had been stationed, and in the Philippines where he 
gave so many years of faithful service, he was universally 
beloved. The people of Westminster and Carroll county, 
Md., where he was born and spent his childhood and boy- 
hood days, knew his splendid character and sterling 
worth.

Newspaper dispatches from Spartanburg, S.C., report

DIVISION EXCHANGE OFFICERS. 
G.O, 110, AUG, 21, 1917, WAR DEPT. 

For each National Army division there has been detailed 
a captain in the Quartermaster Reserve Corps, who will be 
known as the division exchange officer, and who is attached to 
the staff of the division commander as one of the assistants 
to the division quartermaster. 

The order prescribes the duties of division exchange officers, 
which include management of the regimental exchanges in the 
division; instruction and supervision of new -exchange officers 
to secure uniformity im service and facilitating pooling 
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srs for supplies; furnishing market quotations to ex- 
?. — Division exchange officer will be charged with in- 
stallation of fixtures and initial stock, which he will purchase 
with the supervision and assistance of War Department Com- 
mission on Training Camp Activities. Regimental exchange 
officers will be considered as students and his assistants until 
by payment of its initial debts an exchange has demonstrated 
its solvency and passes to the control of its regimental exchange 


council and regimental commander. Exchanges shall declare 
no dividends until fixtures and initial stock are paid for. There- 
after net profits shall be distributed among organizations in- 


terested in proportion to their authorized strength. If an or- 
ganization is ordered away a board, to include the division 
exchange officer, shall determine the value of its interest in the 
exchange. When the entire division is ordered away procedure 
depends upon whether or not it is to be replaced by another 
body of troops. If it is, exchange will be sold to relieving 
troops at prices to be determined by a board. The division 


exchange officer will be relieved from duty with staff of com- 
mander of outgoing troops and attached to staff of commander 
of incoming troops. If it is not intended to replace the troops 
ordered away, the division exchange officer shall close the regi- 
mental exchanges, sell stocks and fixtures and distribute the 
proceeds among the interested organizations. 


SIGNAL CORPS REGULATIONS. 
G.O. 112, AUG, 22, 1917, WAR DEPT. 


I —Under the authority contained in Sec. 2 of an act of 
Congress approved July 24, 1917, the following regulations are 
rescribed governing the promotion, appointment, detail, or at- 
tachment as temporary officers in the Signal Corps, including 
the Aviation Section thereof, not otherwise provided for by 
a Officers holding commissions in the Regular Army will 


not be required to undergo further examination as to their 
moral fitness for temporary appointments in the Signal Corps, 
including the Aviation Section, but to become eligible for such 
appointments they shall be required to pass the same examina- 
tion as to mental and physical fitness now required as a con- 
dition precedent to detail of an officer of the Regular Army for 
duty in the Signal Corps. ' 

(b) All other candidates for temporary appointments to 
grades not above that of major in the Signal Corps, including 
the Aviation Section, shall, before appointment, be examined 


as to their mental, moral and physical fitness in the same man- 
ner as now required by regulation for appointments in the 
Signal Officers’ Reserve Oorps, including the Aviation Section. 
(c) Promotions of temporary officers of the Signal Corps, 
including the Aviation Section, and the temporary appointment 
of officers of the Signal Officers’ Reserve Corps, including the 
Aviation Section, to higher grades than that of major shall be 
subject to such examination as the Chief Signal Officer shall 
rescribe. 
(d) Appointments of persons from civil life to grades of 
lieutenant colonel and above in the Signal Corps, including the 
Aviation Section, shall, before appointment, be examined as to 
their mental, moral and physical fitness in the same manner 
as now required by regulation for appointment to the grade of 
major in the Signal Officers’ Reserve Corps (including the 
Aviation Section), and to such other examination as the Chief 
Signal Officer may prescribe, provided that officers with rank 
not above colonel shall be appointed and commissioned by the 
President alone, and that officers above the grade of colonel 
shall be appointed by the President by*and with the advice and 


consent of the Senate. 

1I.—Officers detailed in or attached to the Aviation Section 
of the Signal Corps may, under provisions of act approved July 
24, 1917, when qualified therefor, be rated as junier military 
acronauts, but no person shall be so rated until there shall 
have been issued to him a certificate to the effect that he is 
qualified for the rating, and no certificate shall be issued to any 
such person until an examining board, which shall be composed 
of two officers of experience of the Aviation Section of the 
Signal Corps and one medical officer, shall have examined such 
person for rating and shall have reported him to be qualified 
according to the following requirements: 

(a) The presentation of evidence to the board that the candi- 
date has made at least sevén voyages in free balloons, each ex- 
ceeding one hour in duration, one of which must be made by 
the candidate alone, and one ascension at night of two hours’ 
minimum comprised between the setting and rising of the sun. 

(b) Certificate by two qualified balloon pilots to the effect 
that they have observed the candidate while on free-balloon 
voyages and consider that tHe candidate is qualified to pilot 
free balleons alone, 

(c) Practical experience covering a period of at least three 
— in the ‘care, repair and maneuvering of free and captive 

alloons 

(d) Evidence that the candidate has had instruction in me- 
teorology and its applications to aerial navigation, and the man- 
ufacture of gases suitable for balloons, and practical experience 
in observations from captive balloons. 

(e) Examining boards are authorized to take into account 
practical experience in piloting dirigible balloons in lieu of part 
of the free and captive balloon experience if such substitution 
appears to be justified and for the best interests of the military 
service

BULLETIN 48, AUG, 22, 1917, WAR DEPT. 

I—The following modification of the regulations established 
by the President uncer authority of Sec. 12,-Act of May 18, 
1917, to increase temporarily the Military Establishment, and 
published in Par. 1, Sec. III, Bulletin 45, War D., dated July 
23, 1917, is published: 

‘‘The President directs that the term ‘military camps’ em- 
ployed in the regulations established by the President and 
published in Par. 1, Sec. III, Bulletin 45, War D., dated July 
23, 1917, shall be construed to refer only to cantonments or 
eamps established for the mobilization and training of di- 
visions of the National Army or divisions composed of mem- 


bers of the National Guard drafted into the service of the 
United States, to training camps established under authority 
of Sec. 54 of the National Defense Act approved June 3, 1916, 
to camps at ports of embarkation, to other camps designated 
as embarkation camps, to camps designated as ambulance 
camps, and to camps designated as aviation camps.’’ [Note.— 
This relates to the restrictions against sale of liquor in or 


near military camps.—FEditor. ] 

Approved Aug. 16, 1917. 

[—Commanding officers of all organizations of the Army 
will make every proper effort to ascertain those enlisted men 
of their commands who have dependent families or relatives, 
and to encourage such men to make allotments of pay for the 
support of their dependents under the provisions of Par. 1347, 
Army Regulations. 

Ill—The following from the Treasury Department, dated 
Aug. 14, 1917, is published: 

‘Pursuant to authority conferred upon the Secretary of 
Treasury by Sec. 12, Set of July 31, 1894, to make orders in 
Particular cases relaxi the requirement of mailing or other- 
wise sending accounts to the proper officer at Washington 
within ten or twenty days when there is, or is likely to be, a

The War Department, according to official informa- 
tion, is considering a third series of training camps for 
officers, and may even decide on a fourth series.

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PUTTING DOWN SEDITION. 


In the course of the address he delivered before the 


House of Representatives on Sept. 5, Viscount Ishii, 
special ambassador from Japan, made a reference to 
sedition that takes on unusual force and poignancy in 
view of the action taken by the Government, less than 
two hours after Viscount Ishii spoke, in a nation-wide 
effort to suppress this growing trouble at its various 
sources. The Japanese ambassador said: “Treachery 
from within indeed, at this hour, calls for our atten- 
tion. While your soldiers leave their families and their 
homes to fight on the bloodstained fields of France, we 
must guard our landmarks as you will guard yours 
against treachery that has found hiding places in our 


midst and which for the last ten years has sown the 
seeds of discord between us. Let it be a part of our 
co-operation and co-ordination to protect other 
from these forces of evil which lack even the poorest 
courage of an open enemy.” 

The people of the United States have come to realize 
that they have been over-tolerant with preachers and 
writers of sedition and this feeling has suddenly 
erystalized into sharp and decisive action by both the 
Federal and local authorities up and down the length 
and breadth of the land. In seventeen cities from 
Oregon to Rhode Island simultaneous action was taken 
on the afternoon of Sept. 5 in which agents of the De- 
partment of Justice raided the headquarters of the 
I. W. W. and the Socialist party, seizing and carrying 
away in each case all the official documents of the or- 
ganizations. It was announced in Washington that the 
raids were part of a plan worked out by the Depart- 
ment of Justice for the arrest and detention of all 
individuals who are preaching sedition, agitating peace 
in questionable ways, and promoting labor troubles and 
violence to interfere with the production of munitions 
and other war materials. Since the Government has de 
cided to suppress sedition from now on, the plan in- 
itiated on Sept. 5 includes thorough inquiries into the 
utterances of the German language press, literature of 
the so-called peace societies, and Socialist magazines 
and newspapers. 

In New York city this matter of seditious utterances 
at public meetings has become such a notorious scandal 
and the police have shown such an inability to handle 
the matter properly that the Grand Jury has begun an 
inquiry into it, including not only the utterances of the 
speakers but the conduct of the police and the magis- 
trates before whom the street corner preachers of sedi- 
tion have been brought when arrested. One fact is 
known in connection with public speeches made by men 
attached to the organization called the “Friends of 
Irish Freedom” in New York city: Their infammatory 
speeches against England have had a marked effect on 
recruiting in the 165th Regiment, National Guard 
Army. .In former wars the 69th Regiment, N.Y.N.G., 
as it was until the recent change in the Army system 
of numbers was put into effect, has always had more 
recruits than could be taken care of. In this war the 
reverse has been the case and the cause of this has 
been clearly traced to the anti-British speeches of the 
“Friends of Irish Freedom.” A Chicago Grand Jury 
has also begun an investigation of this whole matter of 
sedition toward the end of putting those responsible for 
it where they belong. 

It is well for the United States that the Department 
of Justice has taken this matter in hand, for that is a 
sign the task will be well done. The work its officials 
did in securing the discreditable “Zimmermann note” 
‘was a superb piece of secret service work, one that had a 
marked effect on individuals and journals of marked 
pro-German sympathies who saw-that their course was 
one to be abandoned if they were to be American citi- 
zens in fact as well as name. It has become very plain 
that the local authorities throughout the country can- 
not handle this situation owing, in the main, to the 
difficulty of teaching either police officials or police 
magistrates just what sedition is. They do not seem 
to know, whereas the Department of Justice does. Al- 
though there must be many Vallandighams in the 
United States at the present time it is one of our mis- 
fortunes that we cannot treat them as President Lin- 
ecoln did their notorious civil war prototype; we cannot 
deport them behind the German lines where they belong.

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Approximately 30,000 National Army recruits were 
mobilized on Sept. 5 and entrained for the cantonments at 
which they are to begin their service with the colors. 
Only two of the sixteen canionments—Camp Upton and 
Camp Meade—failed to receive the quota scheduled to 
arrive that day. The men assigned to these camps will 
be added to the forty per cent. scheduled to go into camp 
on Sept. 19, but they will be considered as in Federal 
service from the earlier date. The same efficiency which 
has marked every stage of the application of the Selective 
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Service law was evidenced in the mobilization of this 
first contingent. Official reports to the Provost Marshal 
General showed that the detailed preparations had pre- 
vented the slightest hitch in the operation of this step 
as in previous ones. Actual training started on Sept. 6, 
the recruits in the meantime having been supplied as far 
as possible with the regulation uniform equipment. 
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STAFF CORPS DETAILS AND PROMOTIONS. 


The recommendation of the War College Division that 
the chief of staff of any field -unit be given rank one 
grade higher than the other staff officers of that unit 
has been favorably endorsed by the General Staff and 
doubtless will be approved by the Secretary of War. 
In this case it is probable that the schedule of rank 
for staff corps officers as described in our issue of Aug. 
18 (page 1709) will undergo drastic revision. In brief, 
this schedule was that the heads of the various de- 
partments on the staff of a division commander shall 
have the rank of lieuteannt colonel; of a corps com- 
mander, colonel; and of a field army commander, 
brigadier general. The chief of staff of these units 
would hold the rank of colonel, brigadier general and 
major general, respectively, should the recommendation 
referred to above be adopted in conjunction with the 
unchanged plan for staff details. It is expected that 
the rank of staff officers of a division will be that of 
major; of a corps, lieutenant colonel; and of a field 
army, colonel; the rank of the chief of staff of each 
unit remaining as previously stated. It is true that in 
the case of details already made to these offices, neither 
plan has been rigidly adhered to, several lieutenant 
colonels having been assigned to duty as-divisional staff 
officers. 

Recommendations of chiefs of staff corps and de- 
partments concerning promotions are still awaiting the 
approval of the Secretary of War, who is reported to 
have taken the stand that no transfers to the National 
Army should be made from permanent personnel of the 
Staff Corps. When it is considered that, on a con- 
servative estimate, each of the seven staff corps divi- 
sions, and the General Staff, will be called upon to fur- 
nish fifty-five majors, eighteen lieutenant colonels and 
six colonels for division, corps and field Army staffs, the 
anxiety of the men affected can be readily appreciated. 

As was stated in these columns soge. time ago, the 
Quartermaster General recommended only fourteen 
promotions to grade of general officers, this total having 
been computed on the basis of offices to be filled, rather 
than upon a strict comparison of the size of his arm 
in an Army of 90,000 and in one of nearly 2,000,000. 
Considering relative numbers, no less than thirty-three 
Q.M.C. officers would have been required for the genera] 
officer. grades. Among the men .whose positions, aside 
from any other consideration, were deemed to make 
promotion necessary as well as desirable were Cols. 
John M. Carson and J. G. D. Knight, on duty at main 
ports of embarkation; D. BE. McCarthy, Chief Quarter- 
master with the first expedition; H. L. Rogers, in charge 
of the main base in France; I. W. Littel, in charge of 
ecantonment construction, and C. B. Baker, Chief of Em- 
barkation Service. The. appointment of these officers 
to the grade of brigadier general in the National Army, 
as recommended by General Sharpe, would create a like 
number of vacancies in the regular corps, resulting in 
the temporary promotions of junior officers, In the line 
temporary promotions of this character have been 
numerous and officers of the Staff Departments fee] that 
an unjust discrimination against them is threatened in 
the situation which seems to be developing. 
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THE SERVICE INSURANCE BILL. 

In a letter written to Congressman Adamson, of 
Georgia, and made public on Sept. 4 President Wilson 
expressed his disapproval of the action of the House 
Committee on Interstate and Foreign Commerce recom- 
mending a decrease from $10,000 to $5,000 in the limit 
of life insurance available to officers and men under 
the Service Insurance bill now before Congress. The 
President, in his letter, expressed his regret over the 
action of the House and the hope that the $10,000 
limit may be restored. The committee of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce of the United States, appointed. to 
study plans for the maintenance of the families and de- 
pendents of men in the Army and Navy, has issued a 
statement strongly endorsing the Service Insurance bill, 
but suggests that in some respects the rates of compensa- 
tion in cases of death or disability might be a little more 
liberal, notably in respect to men who continue to suffer 
from a severe malady contracted during war service. Al- 
though the bill takes cognizance of dependents other than 
widow, child or widowed mother, the clause covering com- 
pensation for death or disability does not do so, and it 
is believed is now too limited in its provisions. It is sug- 
gested that this inconsistency should be remedied by pro- 
vision in the compensation clause for parents, grand- 
parents, brothers and sisters if shown to be wholly de- 
pendent on the soldier or sailor prior to the latter’s en- 
listment. 

It is believed, according to the committee report, that 
the proposed plan of insurance, as a whole, serves as an 
excellent substitute for the existing pension scheme, which 
has been responsible for the introduction of many abuses 
of privilege which might be eliminated with great ad- 
vantage to the nation. In order to carry this out success- 
fully, however, it is pointed out, the assumption of in- 
surance by soldiers and sailors should be as nearly uni- 
versal as practicable circumstances will permit.’ Other- 





wise, when war is closed, the Government will be faced 
with both an insurance and an additional pension system. 

The committee declared, however, it would be unfair 
to make the insurance provision compulsory upon each 
enlisted man since there may be those who already have 
all the insurance they require, and an equally large num- 
ber of men who have no dependents whatever and who 
cannot persuade themselves as to the need for personal 
insurance. “These objections might be met,” the report 
continues, “by an amendment providing that it will be 
assumed that automatically every enlisted man takes out 
$5,000 worth of life insurance at the rate provided under 
the bill, the premium for which shall be deducted from 
his monthly pay unless and except, during the period 
available for his consideration of the matter, he make a 
specific request in writing that he wishes to increase the 
amount of his policy or desires to be absolved from the 
insurance obligation.” The committee has been assured, 
it is ‘said, that the bill does not contemplate the extension 
of governmental activities into the general field of insur- 
ance business, but that it simply provides an opportunity 
for soldiers and sailors of the United States to insure 
their lives during a period of emergency, and that after 
the passing of such period this provision will apply only 
to those who continue to be exposed to the hazards of 
naval and military life. 
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The important element of danger to be found in the 
fact officially admitted that “approximately one-third” 
of the small-arms ammunition supplied the United 
States Expeditionary Forces had defective primers is 
not in the loss of offensive power in action, or even 
in the peril to the individual soldier from delayed ex- 
plosion of cartridge. The real danger is that a heavy 
blow might be struck at the confidence reposed by the 
nation in that portion of its Government responsible 
for the welfare of the armed forces; that the national 
“esprit de corps,” which is as important as that of a 
battalion or regiment, may be adversely affected. The 
frank—if somewhat delayed—ofiicial announcement as to 
the matter is commendable. But the explanation that the 
defect was caused by the presence in the primer of a small 
percentage of bromide is not encouraging. Inspectors who 
are supposed to be the most efficient in their line are de- 
tailed to prevent the inclusion in active supples of just 
that sort of ammunition. It appears, however, that the 
deteriorating agent was present at time of manufac- 
ture in too small a quantity to be detected by the pre- 
cautionary methods used, the chemical change consum- 
mated after inspection being a very gradual one. If 
such was the case. the officials involved clearly are 
blameless in this instance but there should be no time 
lost in developing an inspection system adequate to cover 
the situation and so far as is humanly possible to avoid 
any possibility of future imperfections in materal or 
methods. Our Allies apparently have solved the prob- 
lems resulting from the elimination of Germany from 
the world’s chemical markets. We have, or should have, 
access to every military weapon at their disposal. A 
remedy for the actual situation just disclosed should 
not be hard to find. But it will be a harder task to 
offset the assistance given te Copperheadism by this in- 
cident. 
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The post of “division exchange officer’ has been created 
by the War Department in G.O. 110 (Aug. 21) which 
gives in detail the duties appertaining to the office. A 
captain is to be detailed from the Quartermaster Corps 
tou the staff of each division commander to be an as- 
sistant to the division quartermaster while holding the 
position of exchange officer. “It will be his duty to su- 
pervise the regimental exchanges so as to secure uni- 
formity of operation throughout the division, to facili- 
tate the pooling of orders for supplies and to furnish the 
exchanges with trade information. The exchange officer, 
moreover, will install the fixtures, administrative force 
and the initial stock. The Commission on Training 
Camp Activities will conduct the exchange business for 
one month, purchasing stock on the basis of sixty-day 
credit after which the exchange is to be operated on 
the usual cash basis. Regimental exchange officers will 
be regarded as assistants to the division exchange of- 
ficer until the subsidiary business has paid off its debts, 
when it will automatically pass under the jurisdiction 
of the regimental exchange council and regimental com- 
mander. ‘ Until the obligations for initial expense are 
met there shall be no exchange dividends; and every con- 
tract and purchase must be approved by the division ex- 
change officer. When the debts are fully paid he will 
have only a supervisory duty. 
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The Chief of Ordnance authorizes the following 
statement: ‘The Government’s large operations in the 
purchase of arms and ammunition enables it to secure, 
from time to time, reductions in price as compared with 
that which is paid by other parties, or sometimes here- 
tofore even by the Government itself, when making pur- 
chases which have in the past seemed to be themselves 
very large. As an example, the Government has recently 
made purchase of about 175,000,000 clips for small-arms 
cartridges, with which it has supplied some nine manu- 
facturers of small-arms ammunition, at a price of about 
$11.45 per thousand, as compared with the customary 
price of $12.00 per thousand. The saving to the Goy- 
ernment in the purchase of these clips has therefore 
amounted to about $95,000. Another example is the pur- 
chase of some 22,000,000 bandoleers, at an average price 
of about thirteen cents each. When ‘called for by “in- 
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dividual -manufacturers, in smaller numbers, the previ- 
ous price which has been submitted was 16.7 certs a 
piece. The total saving in this case, therefore, amounted 
to something over $750,000. 
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Admiral William §8. Benson, U.S.N., Chief of Naval 
Operations, made a statement at the end of the fifth 
month of our being at war with Germany in which he 
indicated that the Navy Department is well satisfied 
with the results of the anti-submarine campaign carried 
out under the direction of Vice Admiral Sims since last 
April. The latest figures available show that the Ger- 
man submarines have succeeded in destroying only one- 
half of one per cent. of American ships which have 
entered the war zone since this country joined the 
Allies in the war. In no case have the Germans suc- 
cceded in sinking a fast or big ship. They have picked 
off a few slow oil tankers and freighters. No U boat 
has been captured. It is the best judgment of high 
Navy officers, however, that several have been sunk by 
Admiral Sims’s destroyers, and they are more confident 
than ever before that the submarine toll will be sub- 
stantially abated as the number of destroyers and other 
craft available for the work is increased. 
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John C. Seofield, chief clerk in the War Department, 
has compiled some interesting statistics relating to the 
increase in strictly clerical work within the Department 
since the declaration of war. In. the A.G.O., for instance, 
the number of pieces of mail matter received daily has in- 
creased from 3,036 to 38,570 and “a further increase to 
more than 350,000 per day is expected in the last 
quarter of the current year.” General McCain has found 
it necessary to add 375 clerks to his office staff since 
May, the rolls now holding 958. The Seeretary. of War’s 
office personnel has been increased from 61 to 132; the 
Quartermaster General’s office, 323 to 850; Ordnance De- 
partment from 95 to 850; and other offices in proportion. 
The Judge Advocate General reports that in the last six 
months the number of cases handled was three times that 
of the preceding six months. In every case further in- 
creases are deemed necessary in order that the various 
bureaus and offices may be ready when the National 
Army is i_ full swing. 
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G.O. 109, Aug. 16, 1917, War Dept., which we pvb- 
lish elsewhere in this issue, does not throw much light 
on the details of the exact formation of the Infantry 
Division; but it makes clear that it will have division 
headquarters, a machine-gun battalion of four companies 
and two Infantry brigades, each of which will consist 
of Brigade headquarters, two Infantry regiments, and 
one machine-gun battalion of three companies. The 
Division will also include one Artillery brigade, which 
will have Artillery brigade headquarters, two Field 
Artillery regiments, light, and one Field Artillery regi- 
ment, heavy. The Artillery brigade will also have one 
trench mortar battery. The Division will also include 





- one Engineer regiment and one field Signal battalion, 


and its trains will consist of one train headquarters, 
military police; an ammunition train; a supply train; 
an Engineer train; a sanitary train and one mobile 
ordnance repair shop. 
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In referring to the placing of Vice Admiral Sims, 
U.S.N., in command of a naval base in British waters The 
Navy, the official organ of the British Navy League, pub- 
lished in London, says: “Had anyone suggested three 
years ago that at no distant date the Stars and Stripes 
would be flying over an important British naval base in 
home wate~s, and that an American admiral would exer- 
cise control of the British naval forces attached to that 
station, the idea would have been received with derision. 
Yet that is what has actually happened, and so far from 
British amour propre having suffered an affront, the 
amazing spectacle has been greeted with nation-wide en- 
thusiasm. The Navy League tenders its congratulations 
to this gallant American sailor, who has been a true 
friend to England alike in fair weather and in foul. We 
are confident that he and his officers and men will win 
new laurels for the American Navy should they be granted 
the oportunity of meeting the enemy in open fight.” 
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Coincident with the suggestion made by the ARMY 
AND Navy JOURNAL in our issue of Sept. 1, that a 
“historian of the war” be appointed, the War Depart- 
ment has issued a special order along this line -con- 
cerning the medical history of the war. The order 
appoints a board to consist of Col. Champe C. Me- 
Culloch, jr., M.C., and- Major Fielding H. Garrison, 
M.R.C., who are to meet in Washington, D. C., “for 
the purpose of collecting and preparing material for a 
medical and. surgica! history of American participa- 
tion in the present European war.” The members of 
the board will perform this work in addition to their 
other duties. 
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Pending the receipt by Major Gen. William A. Mann of 
orders relieving him as Chief of the Militia Bureau, Col. 
Jesse McI. Carter has been acting as head of the bureau. 
The War Department will assign to this bureau all the 
labors in connection with the National Guard Army, in- 
cluding the affairs of the Federalized National Guard, 
formerly handled in The Adjutant General's office. This 
will constitute so important a task that all reports re- 
garding the abandonment of the Militia Bureau as 
separate office may be disregarded. : 
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SMALL-ARMS AMMUNITION DEFECTIVE. 


The War Department on Sept. 1 issued a statement 
confirming the report that a portion of the small-arms 
ammunition supplied to the American Expeditionary 
Ferces had. been found @efective, explaining that the 
trouble had been traced to the presence in the primers 
of the cartridges of a certain amount of bromide. The 
War Department announcement reads: 


“Approximately one-third of the small-arms ammuni- 
tion sent with the Expeditionary Forces to France 
proved to be defective. This fact was discovered shortly 
after the expedition sailed, and immediately steps were 
taken to replace the defective cartridges. 

“The presence of a small percentage of bromide in 
the potassium chlorate of the primers was responsible 
for the trouble, which developed with all of the am- 
munition supplied from the Frankford Arsenal. This 
chemical defect has since been corrected. The am- 
menition containing the imperfect primers will be used 
iu slow target practice.” 

Brig. Gen. William Crozier, Chief of Ordnance, 
U.S.A., in a formal communication to The Adjutant 
General on Sept. 3, recommended that a board of in- 
quiry be appointed to investigate the entire matter. 
General Crozier wrote: “Certain small-arms ammuni- 
tion supplied to the Expeditionary Force in France has 
been found to contain defective primers, and the Com- 
mander of the force has been warned and duly advised 
ia the premises by this Department. I recommend that 
a board, whose membership shall include at least one 
competent chemist, be appointed to investigate the cause 
of the defect which has been found in these primers; 
the methods of inspection which are intended to guard 
against defects in small-arms ammunition; the adequacy 
of the measures taken in consequence of this incident, 
and all the circumstances connected therewith, and to 
make full report upon the subject.” i 

General Crozier is quoted by the press as saying that 
not more than two per cent. of the Army’s supply of 
small ammunition has been fitted with the adulterated 
primer, and as each box of cartridges bears the date 
of manufacture, it will be a simple matter to segregate 
the material under suspicion. ‘The most probable ex- 
planation of the defect in the ammunition is that the 
condition is due to the inability of the Government to 
secure chemicals of the same quality as in past years. 
Attention frequently has been called to the fact that, 
before the war this country as well as Europe was de- 
pendent upon Germany for the most essential chemicals 
and chemical reagents. Among these was the supply 
of potassium chlorate for use in ammunition manu- 
facture. The German product was entirely free from 
bromidic residue formed in manufacture. When the 
supply of this brand was exhausted, the Government 
began to buy from domestic manufacturers who had not 
yet attained the expertness of the Teuton chemists. 
The foregoing is the explanation made by the Bureau of 
Ordnance. 

“This is one of the troubles that we must expect 
under a scarcity of chemicals caused by interruption of 
world nfarkets,” General Crozier is quoted as saying. 
“We may have more; but they will be as nearly un- 
avoidable as we can make them. Others of the Allies 
had their minor troubles at the beginning of the war 
owing to the shutting down on the chemical supplies 
from Germany. I have every confidence that a full in- 
quiry will show that no person in particular is at fault 
in the case.” 

CONGRESSIONAL INVESTIGATION 


Representative Dent, chairman of the House Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs, introduced a resolution on 
Sept. 4, calling for an investigation. Another resolution 
of like tenor was submitted by tepresentative Mce- 
Lemore, who intimated an evidently groundless belief 
that ammunition rejected by French and British in- 
spectors had been foisted upon our own Government. 
The Committee on Military Affairs of the House re- 

rted unanimously in favor of the passage of the Dent 
tesolution, but amending it so as to make the result- 
ing inquiry as broad as might be found necessary in 
view of pogsible later developments. 

Both Secretary Baker and General Crozier appeared 
before the Commiitee on Military Affairs of the Senate 
on Sept. 5, and gave their views on the matter. Mr. 
Baker’s testimony devéloped the following facts: Initial 
reports that defective cartridges had been found were 
received in May but formal warning was not sent to 
General Pershing until early in August; investigation 
showed that roughly ten per cent. of the supply involved 
was defective; there is no evidence that the defect could 
have been caused by outside interference; faulty am- 
munition developed only in the output of the Frankford 
Arsenal and in that output only in a lot in which the 
new primer was installed. First reports of defects in 
small-arms ammunition came from the Navy Depart- 
ment, Secretary Baker said, complaints having origi- 
nated in the Marine Corps stations. Similar reports 
began to come from troops on the Canal Zone and then 
from rifle clubs in various parts of the country. 

In presenting Secretary Baker to the committee 
Chairman Chamberlain said that nothing was pend- 
Ing before the committee, but in view of the statements 
in the press as to the defective ammunition some of- 
ficial explanation should be made. “We desire the facts 
from the Secretary of War and Army officers, so that 
we may know whether to ask for an investigation or 
not.” he said. 

“Several forms of primers are used in small-arms 
ammunition,” Mr. Baker testified. “The one we use 
is made of potassium chlorate. In May it was found 
that ammunition made at the Frankford Arsenal was 
defective. There were ‘misfires’ and ‘hangfires’ with 
guns using it. Other reports came. Some rifle clubs 
had bought ammunition made by the arsenal. The re- 
ports became fairly numerous. and they indicated that 
about one out of ten of a particular class of primers 
was defective. 

“The trouble was reported to the Frankford Arsenal. 
It was discovered by the chemists that the potassium 
chlorate we were using contained potassium bromate 
which in the presence of free sulphur tends to break 
down, and there is some free sulphuric acid in the 
——. The result is that when the primers stand 
or some time they deteriorate. Since we discovered 
that the Frankford ammunition was defective none of 
it has gone out. That arsenal bought primers from a 
private concern.” 

“Could the bromate have been put in for a purpose?” 
asked Senator Hitchcock. don’t think so,” answered 
Mr. Baker. The Secretary was asked if the defect 
could have been detected by inspection. 

“Nothing could have been discovered by closer in- 


spection, but since the trouble has been found it can 
be detected. Private primer manufacturers use a dif- 
ferent fulminate. The potassium’ chlorate has to be 
treated to rid it of potassium bromate.” 

“Has there been any defect in the ammunition of 
this class purchased from private concerns?’ asked 
Senator Chamberlain. 

“No.” 

About two per cent. of the total supply of small-arms 
ammunition, he said, is affected by the defect in the 
Frankford primer. Those primers were being made from 
January to June. 

“Is it true that the United States purchased small- 
arms ammunition rejected by a foreign nation?” asked 
Senator Hitchcock. “There is no truth in that state- 
ment,” said Mr. Baker. : 

General Crozier was asked what he did if he found 
defects in ammunition he’ purchased.- “In inspecting 
ammunition to be bought” said he, “we reject any that 
is defective. If a defect is found after we have made 
the purchase we do not, as a rule, turn it back. The 
common form of primer used contains fulminate of 
mercury, but this practically destroys the cartridge. The 
salvage is less. In practice the salvage counts, but in 
war it is different, when we waht the primer to produce 
results with absolute certainty above all -else.” 

He added that he had not been informed as to whether 
any of our Allies had had similar experiences but said 
that on every battlefield large quantities of. ammunition 
which had failed to explode were found. General 
Crozier told the committee that the powder formula 
used at Frankford was not the same as fhat of private 
manufacturers but was one which heretofore had given 
uniformly good results. 

After the hearing on Wednesday, Senator Chamber- 
lain, chairman of the committee, made the following 
statement: “It seems to have been one of those things 
which could not have been avoided. We _ were for- 
tunate in finding out when we did. Perhaps the reason 
the Department took its time about notifying General 
Pershing was that it did not intend to send our troops 
into battle for some time.” 

In accordance with the request of the Chief of 
Ordnance, the Secretary of War announced, on Sept. 
5, that he had appointed a special board of inquiry to 
consist of Dr. H. P. Talbot, professor of Chemistry in 
the Massachusetts Institute of Technology; Dr. C. L. 
Parsons, chief chemist of the Bureau of Mines, and an 
Army officer to be designated by the Chief of Staff. This 
board will be expected to ascertain: first, whether the 
methods of inspection now in use are comprehensive 
enough to prevent the passing of ammunition which is 
defective in the first instance; whether the inspection 
in force at Frankford Arsenal has been maintained in 
accordance with prescribed methods; and finally, what 
changes in methods of inspection should be recommended.

URGENT DEFICIENCY BILL. 


The Committee on Appropriations of the House sub- 
mitted on Sept. 6 an urgent deficiency bill to provide 
$4,810,979,370.29 for the present needs of the Army and 
Navy. About three-fourths of the total is in cash for 
immediate use and the rest ($1,035,000,000) is in the 
form of authorization of contracts for artillery, ammuni- 
tion, armored cars and machine guns. The measure in- 
cludes all recent requests of the Government depart- 
ments except the $915,000,000 wanted by the Federal 
Shipping Board. This was purposely omitted in order 
that it might be carried in the next appropriation meas- 
ure, already under consideration. 


The principal items in the Army appropriations are: 
Pay of the Army, $100,000,000; subsistence, $175,- 
000,000 ; quartermaster supplies, $100,000,000 ; transpor- 
tation, $350,000,000; clothing and camp equipage, $350,- 
000,000; horses, $30,000,000; barracks, $49,000,000; 
Medical and Hospital Department, $100,000.000; engi- 
neer operations in field, .000,000; small-arms am- 
munition, $39,520,000; ordnance stores, $70,000,000; 
machine rifles. $120,277,000; armored motor cars, $16,- 
750,000; mountain field and siege cannon, $676,213,000 ; 
Artillery ammunition, $663,000,000; Artillery mainte- 
nance, $155,000,000 ; submarine mines and nets, $700,000. 

The Navy items are divided as follows: 

Aviation, $35,000,000; naval emergency fund, $100,- 
000,000; Civilian Consulting Board, $25,000; recreation 
for enlisted men, $150,000; transportation, $700,000; 
ordnance, $12,446,480; ammunition, $25,000,000; bat- 
teries and outfits for vessels, $22,000,000; reserve sup- 
plies, $30,000,000 ; enlargement of the gun factory at the 
Washington Navy Yard, $7,500,000; maintenance of 
yards and docks, $1,500,000; contingent expenses. yards 
and docks, $1,000,000; hospital construction, $1,000,000 ; 
handling appliances at yards and stations, $450,000; 
training camps, construction and equipment. $6,000,000; 
marine railways at yards and stations, $375,000; im- 
provements at ordnance stations, $2,250,000; main- 
tenance, Bureau of Supplies and Accounts, $4,500,000; 
engineering expenses, $10,000,000; Porto Rico radio sta- 
tion complete, $200,000; additional instructors at the 
Naval Academy, $18,000.

RESULTS OF OUR UNPREPAREDNESS. 


Following the presentation of the bill the committee 
hearings on the various items were made public in part. 
These show that department heads frankly testified to the 
still grave lack of equipment for the Army. This de- 
ficiency is not confined to munitions, equipment such as 
hand grenades and pistols, but affects even the clothing 
supply. 

Brig. Gen. William Crozier, Chief of Ordnance, U.S.A., 
told the committee ‘that his department would be unable 
to supply even officers of the Regular Army and National 
Guard with side arms, and that it would be necessary to 
borrow bombs and hand grenades from our Allies, even 
for the Regulars now abroad. To the question as to 
whether this equipment could be supplied as rapidly as 
needed for the Draft Army for training purposes, he re- 
plied in the negative. General Crozier informed the com- 
mittee that the Department will have to await the enact- 
ment of the pending bill before it will be possible to take 
any steps toward meeting the increased demands for field 
artillery and machine guns. Explaining to the committee 
why the appropriations carried in the first Deficiency bill 
had not been used to increase the artillery production of 
the country, he said: “Some of these estimates might 
have been foreseen, and undoubtedly would have been fore- 
seen if there had been time for a thorough and complete 
study of the probable requirements of the war before the 
passage of the last Appropriation Act.” 

As a result of this lack of preparation private manu- 
facture, it is said, will commence turning out artillery 
nine months from the passage of the pending bill instead 
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of nine months from the enactment of the last Deficiency 
bill. Replying to a question by Representative Sherley 
as to whether the drafted men could be equipped, aside 
from field artillery, as quickly as trained for foreign ser- 
vice, General Crozier said: “If they could be transported 
as soon as they would be otherwise ready we could not 
equip them.” He said with respect to the training 
periods required for the troops of our Allies: “The ordi- 
nary statement is nine weeks at home and nine days in 
France before they are ready for the firing line.” 

General Crozier confirmed the statement made in re- 
cent issues of the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL that the 
Ordnance Department had decided against including any 
large provision for machine-gun motorcycles and armed 
cars in its program. On the other hand, he thought the 
“tank” had proved its value as an offensive weapon and 
it would be necessary to provide for “this general class 
of vehicle.” For training purposes, he said, three types 
of rifle will be distributed—the Springfield, American- 
Enfield and the obsolete Krag. 

Secretary Baker said the plans of the War Department 
contemplate having an Army of 2,033,000 men, exclusive 
of the second draft, under arms by Jan. 30, 1918. The 
Quartermaster General, Major Gen. Henry G. Sharpe, 
testified, however, that there would be clothing sufficient 
only for 150,000 of the first draft, before Nov. 1, 1917.

THE SIXTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 
THE SERVICE INSURANCE BILL. 
The Committee on Interstate and Foreign Commerce 


in charge of the Service Insurance bill (H.R. 5723) has 
submitted a report (No. 130) on the bill describing the 
amendments and making the following summary of its 
contents. As amended the bill adds four provisions to 
existing law as follows: 

“First. All soldiers are required under regulations to 
be prescribed to allot to their families a definite part of 
their salaries, to be fixed in each case according to cir- 
cumstance, but not to be less in any case than $15 per 


month. 

“Second. The bill provides that the United States shall 
pay to dependent families of soldiers amounts equal te 
allotments made by the soldiers. 

“Third. The bill provides a full table and schedule of 
compensation for injuries after the manner of other com- 
pensation laws for similar cases. The bill provides specifi- 
eally the compensation in each case whether for death or 
complete or partial disability on loss of a particular mem- 
ber of the body. All of this is fixed and compulsory. 

“But the fourth provision is made at the option of the 
soldier who takes insurance from the Bureau of Insur- 
ance in the Treasury Department in multiples of $500, 
but not to exceed $10,000 [$5,000 recommended by the 
committee] for each soldier. This insurance is to be 
sold to the soldier at normal rates of actual cost which 
he would pay if he were not a soldier. In this way he 
cannot only secure insurance from the Government, but 
can secure it at a proper rate. Existing insurance com- 
panies charge prohibitive rates for war risks. While 
they recognize $8 a thousand as a normal rate for a man 
twenty-one years old they add an additional $50 a thou- 
sand for a war risk, making the lowest rate for a soldier 
by private insurance $58 a thousand. In the next place 
it is term insurance, which ends with the period unless 
renewed, but may be renewed at the option of the soldier 
until the end of the war, when it may be converted into 
some other form of insurance. This is provided for be- 
cause the soldier may be considerably older at the end of 
the war, his health may be impaired, and if so it would be 
difficult and expensive for him to secure insurance from 
a private company. We feel that it is right for the Goy- 
ernment to make restitution, as far as possible, by giving 
him the same benefits as to insurance which he would 
have enjoyed if he had never served his country in the 
war. An advantage to the soldiers and their families 
carried by this bill is that the benefits to be paid are not 
to be paid in a lump sum to be squandered or lost in un- 
fortunate investment, but will be paid in installments so 
as to afford the greatest benefits. Another valuable fea- 
ture of the bill is that if during the first 120 days after 
enlistment the soldier should fail to take insurance, and 
cie, he will be considered as insured and the benefits of 
such insurance will go to his family. 

“Your committee thinks this bill wise and beneficent in 
all its features and though a radical departure in some re- 
spects think it will prove a great blessing to our soldiers 
and their families and be very satisfactory to the coun- 
try. The first, second and third features provide for the 
maintenance of the families of the soldiers during service 
and for compensation in case of death, and it is believed 
this is effected much more satisfactorily in this bil! than 
in the existing pension system and will not be so expen- 
sive in the long run. The elements of certainty and se- 
curity afford an incentive to the soldier to go forward 
confident of protection by the Government to themselves 
and their families and go far to mitigate the anguish of 
the families themselves during the unhappy separation 
from the soldiers.” The report also includes a letter 
written by W. G. McAdoo, Secretary of the Treasury. to 
the chairman of the committee expressing the Treasury 
Department's official approval of the bill. ‘ 








The House on Sept. 6 passed without a dissenting vote 
and with only one minor change from the original form, 
the $11,538,945,460 Bond bill. The single modification 
exempts from war taxes the income derived from interest 
on $5,000 or less, par value, of any security, co red by 
the bill, which may be held by one person. The meas- 
ure authorizes the issuance of $7,538,945,460 in con- 
vertible four per cent. bonds, subject to both super- 
taxes and war profits taxes. Of this sum, $4,000,000,000 
is for a new Allied loan, $3,000,000,000 is to take over 
a three and one-half per cent. issue already authorized 
and the remainder is to be used for converting certain 
outstanding bonds. Not more than $2,000,000,000 each 
in war savings certificates and certificates of indebtedness 
is authorized, to run five and one year, respectively, and 
a rate to be fixed by the Secretary of the Treasury. These 
issues are subject to the same taxes as the bonds. 

Revised estimates of funds required by the Navy De- 
partment in connection with the destroyer program de 
scribed in a recent issue, were submitted to Congress on 
Sept. 6. They now total $235,000,000. 

A bill to authorize the appointment of twenty chap- 
lains at large for the Army from Jewish as well as Chris- 
tian ministers was favorably reported on Sept. 6’ in the 
House. 





Unanimous adverse report on Senator Hardwick’s bill 
to prohibit sending drafted troops abroad without their 
consent was ordered on Aug. 31 by the Senate Military 
Committee. Favorable recommendation was given Sena- 
tor Fletcher’s bill providing that enlistment of Americans 
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with forces of nations at war against Germary shall not 
cause loss of American citizenship.

Q.M.C. TRAINING CAMP. 

The War Department announces that the Secretary 
of War has approved Jacksonville, Fla., as the location 
of the training camp for the Quartermaster Corps of 
the Army. The camp will be situated at Black Point, 
about eight miles from the city. As soon as the nec- 
essary construction work is completed it is planned 
to instruct at this camp 3,200 second lieutenants of 
the Quartermaster Corps in the elements of the work 
they will be called upon to perform in the field. The 
instruction course at this camp wil] include the fol- 
lowing branches: Finance and accounting, construction 
and repair, supplies, transportation, administration. 

An additional purpose in the establishment of this 
school is to afford a mobilization and casual camp for 
the Quartermaster Corps, and it is purposed that spe- 
cial units pertaining to the work of the corps may be 
perfected here when occasion may arise—such as or- 
ganization of the motor truck, motor cycle, pack and 
wagon companies, and the instruction and technical 
training of their personnel. ; Pf 

The 3,200 students at the Jacksonville training camp 
will comprise men selected from each of the sixteen 
officers’ training camps, approximately 200 men being 
drawn from each camp. ‘These men have been or will 
be selected in accordance with their fitness for the spe- 
cial work of the Quartermaster Corps. It is planned 
that the Jacksonville camp shall be built with a view 
to expansion if circumstances make this necessary. The 
primary object at present is the prompt instruction of 
the new officers of the Quartermaster Corps. Lieut. 
Col. F. L. Munson, Q.M.C., has been assigned to com- 
mand the training school and construction will begin 
immediately . ‘ 

The camp will be located upon the site of the rifle 
range of the State of Florida. This rifle range is upon 
a natural park extending in peninsular form from the 
west shore of the St. Johns River. High bluffs surround 
it on three sides and add to the comfort of the camp 
in summer. ‘The drainage is good and a 10-inch ar- 
tesian well supplies a flow of 1,250,000 gallons of water 
per day. The camp may be reached by either boat or 
railroad.

THE REICHMANN HEARING. 

Mrs. James Anderson, of Victoria, B.C., was the prin- 
cipal witness on Sept. 1 before the Senate sub-committee 
that is hearing evidence on the charges of pro-Germanism 
brought against Col. Carl Reichmann, U.S.A. Mrs. 8S. 
I.. Faison, wife of Brigadier General Faison, also tes- 
tified. Differences of opinion regarding the tenor of Colo- 
nel Reichmann’s statements held by the two women were 
threshed out. Mrs. Anderson was said to have reiterated 
her conviction that the statements were in favor of Ger- 
many, while Mrs. Faison, in separate examination, de- 
fended Colonel Reichmann. ‘Some of the statements at- 
tributed to him by Mrs. Anderson were said to have 
been flatly denied by Mrs. Faison. Mrs. Anderson said 
Colonel Reichmann had been quoted by Mrs. Faison as 
having justified the sinking of the Lusitania by assert- 
ing Americans should have kept off the vessel, having 
been warned. The hearing came to an end on Sept. 4 
with a final statement by Colonel Reichmann, who re- 
iterated denials of ever making any disloyal statement or 
indicating any bias in favor of the German government. 
the nation, or its people, as against the United States. 

Two of the three members of the sub-committee of the 
Committee on Military Affairs of the Senate, which has 
been investigating charges against Col. Carl Reichmann, 
will recommend the confirmation of his nomination as 
brigadier. Senators Fletcher and Weeks are the mem- 
bers who are convinced that the officer does not hold the 
pro-German sentiments alleged by his opponents. The 
full report of the sub-committee will be made in the com- 
ing week. 
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OUR FORCES ABROAD. 
THE PERSHING EXPEDITION. 

Major Gen. John J. Pershing has arrived at his field 
headquarters where his staff had preceded him several 
days and where the French government had turned over 
quarters for the American’ occupancy, according to an 
Associated Press dispatch of Sept. 5. Various divi- 
sional and corps schools for the instruction of officers 
are being organized and class work will begin within 
a short time. These schools are patterned after both 
the French and British instruction camps and special in- 
structors will be brought from both of these fronts. 
The instruction will include Artillery, Aviation, and 
Infantry tactics, machine gun, trench mortar, rifle and 
grenade tire, and trench fighting, including night patrol 
work between the lines. The American officers also 





will be instructed in the latest methods of fighting from 


shell holes and on new theories of counter attacks. 

Before leaving Paris General Pershing made another 
statement to the Associated Press expressing the an- 
xiety of those who have fully studied the situation “that 
the people at home shall strive to realize the immen- 
sity of the task in which we are engaged and shall. 
through patience and confidence, help us to accomplish 
that task in the shortest possible time. Everything,” 
he added, “is going well with us, both as a nation and 
ax an Army. We are making giant strides day by day, 
but we are just started. We came into the war with- 
ont an Army. We have always been a_ peace-loving 
people, and undcubtedly the great majority of us hoped 
we should be spared war. So now we must build an 
entire’ new organization, and build it so big and so 
strong that we can take our place along with our 
Allies, who already have had three years’ time and ex- 
perience. 

“} realize how very difficult it is for the people at 
home to yisualize the war, to visualize the effort that 
lies behind the war. Our problems are greater than 
any France or Great Britain had to solve, but we are 
solving them and will continue to do so. It is impossibile 
tv create a vast fighting machine merely by the wave of 
the hand. I wish that it were possible to do so and 
that we might be fighting the German government this 
minute. We know that the only way to defeat the 
(rerman army is to hammer it and keep on hammering 
it. That is what we expect to be doing with all our 
fresh strength and enthusiasm during next year’s cam- 
paign. But until we can properly take our place in the 
line, the people must be patient and as confident as 
we are, who know what we are doing and what we 
must do.” 

A trip along the American lines from the sea to field 
headquarters reveals the immense plans for the Army 
the United States will have in France, writes the same 
correspondent on Aug. 31. In the making of these plans 
great reliance is being placed for the time being upon 
the French, whose ability and willingness to help the 
Americans seem to be wholly inexhaustible. 

The troops under General Sibert had a four hours’ 
practice experience under shell fire on Sept. 1, accord 
ing to a news dispatch, the occasion being part of their 
training. Nine batteries of French artillery took part 
in the work and gave an exhibition of barrage fire 
from the rear of the American line of trenches to 
accustom the troops to this form of tactics. General

Sibert was in charge of the operation and, like all his 
officers and men, wore the new steel helmet. One man 
was hit by a fragment of stone and slightly injured. 

President Poincaré, Paul Painlevé, Minister of War 
and Marine, and General Pétain, the French comma 
in-chief, visited the headquarters of the American Army 
on Sept. 6. They were received by Major General Persh- 
ing, with whom they inspected the training camp. Presi- 
dent Poincaré reviewed the American troops. He said 
he had selected this date for his visit because it was a 
double anniversary, of the birth of Lafayette and of 
the beginning of the battle of the Marne. The President 
congratulated General Pershing on the splendid showing 
of the American troops and said that events were drawing 
France and America ever closer together.

AN INFANTRY VIEW OF PROMOTIONS. 


The Infantry Journal in its September issue takes 
exception to the method by which officers were selected 
for the National Army, holding that it was “in disre- 
gard of the advice or opinion of the General Staff, as 
a body, shows a defect in administration which is 
detrimental to the Service and dangerous to the inter- 
ests of the Government and of each individual arm of 
the Service. Just now the pendulum swings toward the 
Field Artillery; it may be otherwise later.” The In- 
fantry Journal adds, in part: 

“We are informed that the original plan, as approved 
by the Secretary of War, provided that all line officers 
should be placed on one list, according to length of 
commissioned service, and that temporary promotions 
and assignments be then made in regular order. This 
was such an eminently fair and just plan that it met 
with almost unanimous approval. instead, at the last 
moment, the approved plan was changed without the 
advice of or consideration by the General Staff, so that 
Field Artillery and Coast Artillery officers were placed 
on one list for Artillery commanders and the Infantry 
and Cavalry officers on another list, according to origi- 
nal date of entry into the Service. This inequality was 
somewhat corrected in making details to the Staff De- 
partments and to the division staffs. The result is that 
the junior general officers of Artillery come from 
classes who have six or seven years less Service than 
the junior brigadier generals from the Infantry and 
Cavalry. In the case of the colonels, tieutenant eqlo- 
nels, and majors, the difference is still more astound- 
im = *-F 
“The unfortunate decision of the War Department 
that no officer of the Regular Army would be allowed 
tu serve with a National Guard regiment leaves more 
than five hundred captains of Infantry and Cavalry of 
from ten to fifteen years’ commissioned Service to serve 
as captains in the Regular Army, men whose services 
could be better utilized as field officers in the National 
Guard, with a decided increase in the efficiency of the 
Guard orgayization. There were many requests for the 
assignment of Regular officers for duty as field officers, 
and we believe that the general opinion of the Regular 
Army and the National Guard is not in accord with the 
decision of the War Department. We urge that this 
decision be rescinded and that the assignment of Regu- 
lar officers of Infantry and Cavalry be made by 
temporary appointment to fill the many existing and 
future vacancies as field officers. Nothing could do 
more to weld the National Guard to the Regular Army 
so that ultimately one would be regarded as just as de- 
pendable as the other. ; 

“No better argument could be offered for the neces- 
sity of a law prescribing a one-list system of promotion 
based on length of commissioned Service and for a re- 
adjustment of rank of officers now in the Service; 
also for the necessity for chiefs of Infantry and Cav- 
alry, these being the only branches without a chief and 
a permanent office force. As it now stands, though the 
Infantry outnumbers all other branches combined, its 
interests receive only incidental consideration by the 
several chiefs of bureaus. Its development depends on 
the individual but uncoordinated endeavors of its more 
earnest officers, rather than on a continuing policy, 
such as is possible, for instance, in the office of the 
Chief of Coast Artillery and the chiefs of the several 
bureaus. 

“The recommendations of the General Staff should be 
followed, and should be required in all matters of policy 
An independent decision by anyone based on ez-parte 
information supplied by individuals and in disregard of 
the General Staff is dangerous and should not be possi- 
ble. Until this is assured, the Army will be appre- 
hensive and without confidence in the administration 
of the War Department.”

Major Gen. W. A. Mann, U.S.A., assumed formal com- 
mand of the 42d Division of the National Guard at Camp 
Mills.

Six enlisted men of the 24th U.S. Infantry (colored) 
who clashed with the civil police and the troops sent to 
subdue them at Waco, Texas, on July 29 last, were con- 
victed before a court-martial held recently at Camp Mac- 
Arthur, Waco. Five of the men were sentenced to five 
years at hard labor in the United States Penitentiary at 
Leavenworth, Kas. The sixth man received ten years. 
All were sentenced to be dishonorably discharged from the 
Service and to forfeit all pay and allowances due or to 
become due while in confinement under the sentence. The 
findings of the court-martial were given out at San An- 


tonip Sept. 3.

Major Gen. Clarence R. Edwards, U.S.A., commanding 
the 26th Division of the National Guard, arrived at 
the camp of the field artillery brigade at Boxford, Mass., 
Aug. 30, and reviewed the troops. The men presented 
a fine appearance. At the close of the review the newly 

rganized trench mortar company was drawn up and 
faspected by General Edwards, who later addressed the 
whole company. An informal reception was tendered 
General Edwards at brigade headquarters, when all the 
commissioned officers of the three regiments were given 
an opportunity to meet him. 

Sergeant Terrants, of the 4th Aero Squadron, and 
Sergeant Weedon, of the 10th, were seriously injured 
at Chanute Field, Rantoul, Lill, when their machine 
fell 1,000 feet, on Sept. 5. The accident is supposed 
to have been caused by an air “pocket.” Both men were 
badly cut and the airplane was demolished. 

There are now more than 13,000 officers engaged in the 
work of the Medical Department of the Army, including 
Regular Army officers and the four Officers’ Reserve 
Corps—Medical, Dental, Veterinary and Sanitary—con- 
nected with the work under the Surgeon General. It is 
estimated that at least 24,000 physicians will be included 
in the personnel of the department when full strength is 
reached. 

It was reported in New York city on Sept. 4 that the 
inspection division of ordnance, War Department, Wash- 
ington, leased the entire fifteenth and sixteenth floors in 
the Albemarle Building, Broadway and Twenty-fourth 
street, New York. The lease is for five years, at a rental 
aggregating $200,000. There will be employed in this 
division about 300 to 400 people. 

In the event that any of the commands in the several 
departments of the Army now being supplied with read- 
ing matter are ordered to France, the quartermaster 
by whom subscriptions for such reading matter have been 
placed should be instructed to have the same fo-: arded 
to them, care of the American Expeditionary r'vrces, 
Paris, France. 

Major J. Bloom, U.S.A., recruiting officer at 266 
Market street, Newark, N.J., has issued instructions to 
branch recruiting offices relative to enlistments for the 
Port of Embarkation Guard and Fire Company at Ho- 
boken, N.J. This is a technical organization, requiring 
on the part of the men enlisted therefor, experience in 
police, fire and secret service work. Capt. H. C. Craig, 
dnf., N.A., has been commissioned and has charge of the 
organization of this company. He is trying to find men, 
experienced, of excellent character who would be satis- 
factory in the performance of those duties. The or- 
ganization provided for this technical fire company 
is as follows: Ten sergeants, Q.M.C., first-class; 10 ser- 
geants, Q.M.C., 20 corporals, 2 cooks and 103 privates. 
The authority to examine these men for enlistment was 
given to Major Bloom. He has directed sub-recruiting 
stations that any men they may find that they dc 2m suit- 
able and satisfactory for enlistment in this organization 
shall be sent with a letter to Major Bloom, 266 Market 
street, Newark, N.J.. in order that they may be examined 
by him. When enlisted they will be sent to the company 
at Hoboken, N.J., after being medically examined at Fort 
Slocum, N.Y. Major Bloom also says to those in charge 
of sub-recruiting officers: “Any men you may recommend 
as being suitable for the above requirements who apply 
to you for enlistment «er due examination by your 
office as in a case of an ordinary recruit, will be sent to 
me for further examination and before final enlistment. 
Notify applicants to endeavor to obtain letter of recom- 
mendation from past employers during past five years; 
and have such-applicants sign formal application, setting 
forth their occupation during last five years, and any ex- 





perience in police, fire or secret service work. Any such, 
if enlisted, will be enlisted as privates.”

Private J. Miller, of the 1st N.J., who was found guilty of 
referring disrespectfully to the President of the United States, 
calling our Congressmen a lot of grafters, and who was found 
sleeping on his post, was sentenced to two years at hard labor 
and dishonorable discharge, with loss of pay; Private ©. O. 
Brinck, 1st N.Y. Cav., who remained absent in desertion when 
called to the colors until he surrendered himself, gets one year 
at hard labor, with dishonorable discharge and loss of pay. 
The “sleeping sickness” seems to have been quite prevalent 
among a number of organizations. Five men of the 2d In- 
fantry of Virginia, found guilty of sleeping on post, were sen- 
tenced to from one to three months at hard labor, with loss 
from one to two-thirds of their pay. Five men in other regi- 
ments of New Jersey and pong tage received similar sentences. 

Those men of the 14th N.Y.N.G. who were drafted to the 
165th N.Y.N.G. (69th), at a camp at Garden City, Long 
Island recently, and who left that camp without leave because 
they preferred to serve with their own organizations, should 
make the best of the situation and return to duty before they 
are classed as deserters. The men from the 7th, 23d and 71st 
Regiments who were also drafted to the 165th (69th), to fill 
up its ranks, are, we are informed, making the best of the 
circumstance and are performing their duty, as are most of the 
other men from the 14th. There were some 350 men from the 
14th drafted to the 165th, and of these about 125 left camp
